ALDERMEN IN SESSIO.V. | 

MEET TO UKCKIVK KI.KIM'OI.V UKri'RN.S 
AND TRANSACT ROUTINE ROINKSS— 
HEARING GIVEN oN 1 * iuPG^KD .SEW KR 
THROUGH CLINTON S IREET — 1 * A I’ROL- 
•ME.V WHO U.WE .SERVED THE PROIIA- 
TIONARV TERM .MADE REGULAR MEM 
RKRS OF THE Pt)LICK HEP A R TM EN I'. 

'rhe board of rnayr. r aud alderiu^ii met 
Tuesday evening to receive tUe city elec- 
tion returns and to transact routine 
business. Mayor-elect Bothfeld was not 
jireseut to receive the congratulations of 
bis colleagues. There was a crowd as 
usual about the bulletin boards in the 
City Hall long before Mayor Fenno 
rapped to order, but it was hardly up to 
the customary proportious, there being 
only a few contests to stir up enthusiasm. 
The results from the several wards came 
io promptly and quite early. Not loug 
after the polls closed, the coutestiug cau- 
didates were the recipients of tne uews 
most sought, the exact dimensions of 
their respective votes. Boid figures told 
the story that furnished pleasant reading 
for some and, perhaps, unpalatable facts 
for others. The Republicans were im- 
mensely pleased, for their ticket was 
triumphant, at least, so far as the make- 
up of the city couucil of 1895 is con- 
cerned. George M. Cranitch was the 
only out and out uomiuee of the Citizens’ 
party who was elected to u seat in that 
body. Don’t you care was the refrain of 
the opponents of straight party nomina- 
tions. Mrs. Mary A. M irtiu has been re- 
elected to the school board and that goes 
a long way toward providing balm for 
one’s injured feelings in failing to elect 
the favored aldermauic candidates. The 
combination of White and Green was ap- 
parently to the taste of the majority and 
constitutes a fust color, it is to be hoped, 
that may not soon fade. Candidates 
Hatch and Taoiupsou were nut in it. 
The former, they say, siicoumbs to the 
desire for $l gas and the latter to the ex- 
pression it is claimed he made relative to 
his candidacy prior to the caucuses, in 
substance that he did not care toiuii 
again. The defeated aldermauic caiidi- 
date^ were h tndicapped, Hist liecauie it 
seems to be a great, big Republic iu year 
and again because there was no contest 
uvei the head of the ticket to bring out a 
large vote. Ward Two was the con- 
spicuous battle ground of the belliger- 
ents. 'rhere, the voters seemed awake 
and it was lively and bieezy all day at 
the Hull crossing balloting booths. 


Councilman Green was gi^eu a splendid 
indorsement. He carried both precincts 
lor alderman with a total vote of 447 
against 167 for tbe Citizons’ candidate. 
•Mrs. .Martin, too, received a substantial 
recognition of ber services iu cuiinectiou 
with tbe udmini.Htrative functions of the 
putilic rchuols. it is evident that Ward 
Two, (where a largely attended Repub- 
lican caucus put itself on record asf.ivor- 
ing practical business men for tbe suliool 
board,) believes iu the utility and value 
ol woiueti as members of a body eo- 
trusteil with a very large expeudiluie for 
public educational nurpu.ses. 

It was 7. *20 o’clock wbe.u the gavel fell 
in the aldermauic ctiamuer. Mayor 
Fenno presented a comiiiunic ition from 
Governor Greeuhalge promii'gating the 
36'h amendment to the* constiiuiiou and 
the same was received and filed. 

The next piper considered was a com- 
munication from the school board re- 
questing the city council to appropriate 
:i>120U for furnishing the Hyde school- 
house aud |i500 for furuishiug the hall of 
same building. Received and filed. 

A communication from tbe water 
board was received recummeudiog leave 
to withdraw on petition of Charles Estey, 
et. al., for water service in the Oak Hill 
district. Tim objection to grantiug the 
peiitiou it was stated was the cost and 
the fact that it was asked that tbe pipes 
be laid without the usual guarautee. 
The amount of pipe required was about 
0,000 feet aud the estimated expenses, 
$13,100. 

These appointments, made by Mayor 
Fenno, wore confirmed: David Nagle, 
policeman without pay; Charles H. 
Tainter, Nathaniel Seaver, J. A. Mc- 
Kenzie and Festus A. Putnam regular 
patrolmen, they, having served the re- 
quired probationary terra. 

The drawing of three jurors for the 
Superior Court, Cambridge, was the next 
buiiuess iu order. Those choseu were 
Johu Grant. Nevada street; Charles U. 
Bourne, Auburn street; Nathaniel F. 
Nye, Grove street. 

The heariug ou the petition of the 
Newton & Watertown Gas Light Com- 
pany for locations for poles aud wires on 
Chestnut and Otis streets was opeued at 
7.40 o’clock. Maj. W. F. Lawrence ap- 
peared for Mr. J. W. Carter in opposi- 
tion, He asked how far along the line 
of Otis street, it was the desire of the 
company to erect pides. 

Mayor Fenno— location is wanted on 
the north side of (> is street from (JhesL- 
nut to the Godfrey estate near Lenox 
street. 'I'he location wanted on Guest 
nut street is from Highland to Otis. 

Maj. Liwrence— 1 hope the petition 
will not be granted. It is the sentiment 
of residents that it would nave the way 
for still more poles iu the future. 

Mr. G. H. Ingrahain said that he 
should object if it was the iniunt of the 
company to erect poles ou the cast side 
of (Jhustuut street. He anked for infor- 
mation ou that point, hut it could not be 


furnished ns there wan no representatlvo 
of the gan company present. Mr. Ingra- 
ham then suggested a postponement, 
and on motion of Alderman Hunt the 
board voted to adjourn the hearing to 
Deo. 12. 

A hearing was given on the petition of 
the Newton A Watertown Gas Light 
Company for locations for poles and 
wires in Dnmuth, Thurston and Chapd 
streets. No remonstrants appearing, the 
hearing was closed. 

A. hearing was given on the order 
providing for the laying of a sewer in 
Clinton street. Mr. Timothy O’Leary 
appeared. Ho said no sewer was re- 
quired there and that its construotion 
would impose a burden that the poor 
people iu that locality could til afford to 
hear. 

Alderman Thompson road a letter in 
protest from Harriet ,1. Sfiauiding. 

Mr. Burns objected to the sewer on 
the griMind tliac it was not a ueoessity. 
The soil, ho said, was gravelly, a drain 
had been laid there two years ago In- 
volving considerable expense to residents 
and cesspools had been provided which 
answered all present requirements. 

Alderman Rumery— 1 understand that 
tbe object of tbe sewer in Clinton street 
is to reach some new bouses beyond that 
thoroughfare. 

James Kerrigan — As one of the peti- 
tioners for the sower I desire to state 
that in my jiidgmeut it is a public neces- 
sity in the interests of health. The drain 
alluded to boro tonight has caused 
trouble with some of the cesspools. I 
know of one case where water from the 
drain backed into a cesspool and the re- 
sult was a flooded cellar. Recently, I 
put up a double house on Clinton street 
and I need the sewer. The sewer is a 
benefit that I am exceedingly anxious to 
take advantage of. 

Mr. O’Leary— It seems topee that Ihe 
people who waut a sewer in Cliuton 
street should pay for it. 

Patrick Walton was in favor. Simon 
White opposed it on tbe ground that he 
would be tixed on three streets and get 
no commensurate return. If a sewer is 
to be laid in Clinton street, said be, I 
want a sewer in Hawthorn street to pro- 
vide for ray shop and tenement house 
property. After some further remarks 
for and agaiust the project, the hearing 
was closed. 

An order offered by Aldermin Bunt 
was adopted authorizing the suspension 
of collections for certain sewor assess- 
ments on Lombard street. It was stated 
by way of explanation that the sewor 
was carried through Lombard street to 
reach residences on another thProngb- 
fare, and that an agreement bad been 
maae to suspend sewer assessmeut col- 
lections from residents of Lombard 
street until the property in that locality 
was improved. 

Ou petition of the New England Tele- 
phone Company for locations fur pules 
aud wires ou WilUrd and Webster streets 
and tbe Newtou & Watertown Gas Light 
Cumpauy fur looatious for poles aud 
wires ou the oorth side of Oxford road, 
heaiiugs were ordorc*d for Mouday even- 
ing, Dec. 17, at 7.30 o’clock. 

The board went into executive session 
at 8.40 o’clock to consider' the Killian 
claim among other things. The claim- 
ants ask for $43,000 in settlement of tbe 
sums due to tbe Italiau laborers em- 
ployed by Killian ou the sewers in 1891. 
A proposition of $*25,000 as a basis of 
settlement was declined by Killian’s 
counsel. After going over tbe matter, 
ao order was adopted appropriating $28,- 
750.

The words which the Rev. Dr. Ssrouel 
F. Smith wrote, now more than sixty 
years ago, were as fresh .is ever when 
sung on the national Thanksgiving fes- 
tival. They will be always fresh so long 
as the noble spirit of patriotism which 
they express has a place in the hearts of 
the American people. They will be 
sung as long as the American republic 
endures. 

The author of “America” is now ap- 
proaching the eompletion of his eighty- 
eighth yeir.

Dr. Smith is one of those men to whom 
the people build monuments after they 
have passed away. Tbe genius, the in- 
spiration, which brings forth a national 
anthem, a song which the people adopt 
as the expression of their holiest love of 
country, is worth commemoration above 
statesmen, Governors or Presidents. And 
if such posthumous honors are appro- 
priate, how much more fitting to give 
expression to the sentiment of the people 
while its object is still living. 

The coming holidav season offers an 
occasion for such a tribute to the author 
of “America.” It can be made appro- 
priate, popular, a lesson in patriotism, 
and a grateful compliment to one for 
whom every Americau citizen has tbe 
highest esteem. — Boston Post. 

General commendation follows the 
above suggestion. Everybody in this 
city is delighted with tbe idea, including 
prominent officials and tbe leading busi- 
ness and professional men. Everywhere 
the proposition has met with beary ap- 
proval. 

“It will give an immense impulse to 
patriotism throughout tbe whole land,” 
says Miss Frances Willard.

THE CITY ELECTION. 


The absence of any contest for mayor 
rendered the vote on Tuesday a very 
light one. and out of nearly 5,000 names 
on the voting list only about 2500 took 
the trouble to go to the polls. Even in 
Ward Two, where there were contests 
for everything, only 487 out of some 900 
voters came ont, and the other wards 
made an even poorer showing. 

In regard to officers where there was 
a contest, the Citizens elected one coun- 
cilman and one member of the school 
board, while the Republicans elected 
two aldermen, one councilman and two 
members of the school board, which 
shows that the Republicans are more apt 
to vote in an off-year than those who be- 
long to the opposition. Dr. Thompson 
carried Ward Two, and his own precinct 
in Ward Five, but both he and Mr. Hatch 
were buried because of the light vote. 

There was a very warm contest over 
school committee and the women suc- 
ceeded in triumphantly re-electing Mrs. 
Martin, who received the highest voce of 
any candidate who had an opponent. It 
looks as if the ladies were very shrewd 
politicians also, and skilled in the art of 
“swopping votes,” as Mis. Martin’s com- 
panion on the ticket, Mr. Boyden, was 
very badly defeated. Possibly husbands 
and other male friends were induced to 
promise to vote for the candidate of the 
ladies, in return for a vote for one 
of the Republican caudidates. The men 
who do not believe in women on the 
school board might as well capitulate 
once and make the best terras possible. 
Perhaps they can secure the favor of 
having a man for one of the two mem- 
be.s for each ward, if they take a firm 
stand for it. The election of Mrs. Martin 
by such a large majority is certainly a 
great victory for the women's clubs of 
tho city. 

As for the city council elected it is one 
of tho strongest bodies we have bid foi 
years, and the character end standing of 
the large maj irity of the men eltc ed 
promises exccrlleiit legihlatiou for next 
year. So many serious qaes ions aie 
now suspeuded in mid-air that it is a 
furtiiiiate thing for the city to have a 
raiyor and city council who are noted 
for beiug w'oikers instead ut talkers. 

Aldeiman Bothfeld has the unpreced- 
ented honor of a unanimous ele :tiou for 
his drat term as Mayor, hut those who 
carefully followed his course iu botli 
br-incbes of the city council, and w’ho 
know him pers mally, are confideut. th.it 
the honor is vvell deserved, and tbatliis 
adminisirat i m will be one of the best 
the city has ever liatl. 

The Baltimore pUu of curreucy re- 
form, as it is cal'od, has attracted a good 
deal of attention from siudeuttv of 
liuaucial problems, aud is described at 
some length iu the December Forum by 
Mr. A. H. Hepburn, who was comptroller 
of the curreuoy under President Har- 
rison, aud is now presideuc of the Third 
National Band of New Yuik city. He 
presents many arguments in favor of the 
adoption of the plan, which lu brief is as 
follows: To amend the National Hank 
Act so as no longer to requite guvero- 
meat bunds as security for circulation, 
but provide u safety fund instead; to 
allow banks to issue circulation to 50 
per cent of tbeir paid up, unimpaired 
capital, aud, iu an emeigeucy, 75 per 
cent. All notes of failed banks are to be 
redeemed by the goveiameuC, as under 
the present law. A guarantee, or safety 
fund,, equal to 5 per ceut of the out- 
standing ciroiilatiou, is to be accumu- 
lated and maintained by gradual taxa- 
tion upon such circulation. 'From this 
fund the government is to redeem notes 
of failed banks. The guverument also 
retains u prior lien uputi the assets of 
failed banks, including stockholders’ 
liability, as now provided by law, in 
order to replenish this safety fund and 
protect itself against possible loss. 
I'racitually, the only change is to substi- 
tute a guarantee fund for govermeut 
bunds as security, the other i-hauges 
beiug incidental. Just such a law as the 
one proposed by the Biltimore bankers 
is now iu success! Ill upuratiou iu the 
Doiuiuiuu of Canada, except that the 


gem of the p»rk eystem instead of 
the blot, as it Is now. He paid high 
trlhute to the state board of health, 
»'id commented on its high authority. 
“Our friends on tho other side,’* he 
said, “have spent most of their time on 
possibilities. Whether there would bo 
any shoaling in tho harbir or not, no 
one can deiiuitdlv say. It is all a matter 
of theory. Their arguments have all 
been ns fleeting as tho will-o’-the-wisp. 
But our counsel on the other side are 
men who have not only made names in 
the legal profession, but have been 
crowned with high civic honors. This 
fact may have power to defeat the re- 
imrt <tf the joint boaid.” Mr. Slocum 
reminded the commission that under 
the plan proposed, the depth of water 
for vessels would be the same as it is to- 
day. Tho talk of malaria being caused 
by the change, he thought, had been 
completed refuted. 

Unless tho people of Auburndale 
get together, there is not much hope of 
the boulevard being extended beyond 
Washington Street. They have now 
four routes, any one of which is reckoned 
as more expensive than all the rest of 
the boulevard now under construction, 
as the property owners affected expect 
to get rich out of the land damages, 
while in other sections not only land 
but money was given. Tho Auburn- 
dale people should arouse tbeir pub- 
lic spirit and see if they cannot agree 
on a route and do something to lessen 
the expense of building it. It would be 
unfortunate to have the boulevard stop 
short at Washington street, as now sei ms 
probable. 

If the city is to take all the land for 
the widening Washington street from 
the railroad crossing, as is recommended 
by some, it is suggested that as all the 
space will hardly be needed for the 
street, it would be nice to start a park on 
the space between the railroad and Centre 
street, with a band and band stand, seats 
and trees for summer evening enjoyment 
and then with a very little expense it 
could be turned into a skating rink in 
winter. Then if Washington street is 
only made wide enough, it is so level 
that it would make an admirable speed- 
ing place for fast horses, especially when 
there is sleighing, and it might become a 
rivil to the Beacon street boulevard. All 
these things are worth thinking of, when 
an improvement is beiug oousidered. 


The best time to enjoy good sleighing 
is when you can get it, aud this has evi- 
dently been the opinion of everyone who 
owned a sleich the past week. The 
great objective point of most of the 
sleigh-riders has been the Beacon street 
boulevard, which has recovered all its 
old popularity with the coming of the 
snow. Nowhere else in this vicinity are 
there such wide streets and such long 
level stretches for the speeding of fast 
horses and crowds of teams have visited 
it every afternoon. 


The question that is now agitating the 
members elect is who is to be president 
of the common council, and the canvas 
has already begun. The old members re 
elected are Mes!sri>. Wing, Briston, Hat- 
field, Childs and P.irker. Messrs. Briston 
and Parker are the senior members, and 
if the old rule is followed, the contest 
will lie between flinni. 

The Boston papeis giavrlv announced 
Wcduesilay luoruiug ib.ii “Hie A. P .A. 
showed absolutely no strength in tho 
contesl” iu Newton. This was import- 
ant, if true, but it was the first intima- 
tion that the A. P. A. hud any candi- 
dates. 

Reports from all sections state that 
the Chi isiiiiiis trade is the best the store- 
keepeis have had fur years, aud business 
seems to be picking up in all directions. 
Now is tile time to advertise if you wish 
to get some of the profiiM. 

The Bostg.n Her.vld deserves a medal 
for the worst pun on tbe election. It 
says that "Mayor Bothfeld of Newton 
ought to be renamed Mayor Both 
parties.”

"Flanagan of Texas” is a namo that 
llways brings up a famous question, 
“What are wo hero for?” Whether In 
Now York, Chicago or San Francisco, 
that namo iX\ tho hotel register always 
brings a cniwd of people to sco tho man 
who originated one of tho most f anions 
phrases in American politics. Tho sen- 
tence has gone into history and become 
a part of it It was one of tho inomora- 
blo incidents of one of the most menio- 
tablo conventions that over assembled 
in America— tho Chicago national Re- 
publican oonvontion which defeated 
Grant and nominated Garfield. Ever 
■inco then somebody in every conven- 
tion, largo or small, has arisen to ask, 
“What nro wo hero for?” Web Flana- 
gan of Henderson, Rusk county, Tex. , 
is tho man who said it first of all. To a 
writer for tho Galveston Nows Flana- 
gan told tho story of the phrasa This 
is tho way ho told it: 

“It was in Chicago in 1880. I was a 
member from Texas in tho national con- 
vention. When tho committee on plat- 
form and resolutions reported. Barker of 
Massachusetts offered to insert a plank 
pledging tho parry to civil service re- 
form. I arose in my place and said: 
Mr. Presidout, Texas has had quite 
enough of civil service reform. Out of 

800 offices in that state 1,000 of them 
are filled by DemocratA Wo believe 
that to tho victors belong the spoils. 
Every proposition of this sort comes 
from states that are threatened with a 
Mugwump invasion. Sir, the boys in 
the trenches are deniandiiig recognition. 
Party service entitles them to something 
at tho party’s handa They need tho 
offices, and, sir, what are we here for 
but for the offices?’ Immediately tho 
delegates and the galleries yelled. They 
shouted till they wore hoarse, and it 
was several minutes before tho chairman 
was finally able to restore order. Tho 
next day the incident was in all of tho 
papers, and from then till now it has 
been traveling around tho earth. I havo 
seen it in foreign papers and have heard 
it timo and again in national conven- 
tions since then. It was simply a forci- 
ble way I had of expressing myself. 1 
never had tho slightest idea that my 
chief claim to fame should be a chance 
expression in the confusion of a great 
national body.”

1 certainly am well paid, but hard schooling 
in lifu’s tluuikless lessons has mado mo somo- 
what of a philosopher, and I’ve learned to tako 
tho buffets and rewards of fortune with equal 
thanks, and in suffering all to suffer— I won’t 
say nothing, but comparatively little. Dick 
S^dard wrote a poem calk'd "Tho King’s 
bSi,’’ which fits my case exactly (you may 
havo read it). He detllcatetl it to Lorinur 
Gralmm, who never knew' an unhappy day In 
his brief life, instead of to me, who never 
knew a really happy one.

HOW TO GET RICH. 


To make money rapidly, become inde- 
pendent, and enjoy a life of ease, has 
been the ambition of mankind since the 
days of Adam!

At the roanlar meolinjf of the common 
council Monday evening, ricaident 
Knapp occupied the chair anJ all the 
mombor* except Councilman DaKon were 
present. Councilmcn elect Cranitch of 
Ward Two and Ober of Ward Four were 
present to meet *thoir associates in next 
year's city aovernment, and were the 
recipients of numerous conjrraiulatory 
remarks. 

Another unusual feature of the meet- 
ing was the unprecedented proceeding 
of the council in going into executive 
session to consider the Killian claim. 

Promptly at 7.45 a hearing was opened 
on the laying of a sewer in Clinton street, 
Ward Two, and Mr. Timothy O’Leary 
rose to protest. The construction of the 
sewer, he said, would be a positive In- 
jury to him. It would draw all the 
moisture from the ground aud ruin his 
fruit trees. The residents of the street 
had all they could do to pay their taxes, 
and did not want the sewer. Clinton 
street was a private way aud the great 
majority of residents were opposed to 
the construction of the sewer. 

Gregory Burns thought the sewer 
could be of no bonetlt to him, and ob- 
jected to its construction. It was not 
iieeded. Mathew Burns stated that he 
could not afford to pay a sewer assess- 
ment. He protested against its coodtruc- 
tion. 

.Times Walton thought the sewer was 
utit needed, and entered an emphatic 
protest. Mary A. Sullivan ami Ellen 
Burns protested by letter against the 
construction of the sewer. 

James Kennison appeared in favor of 
the petition for a sewer. No moisture 
could be drawn from Mr. O’Leary’s trees, 
he said. Mr. Rollins and others had 
been subjected to great annoyance by 
the absence of the sewer. The condi- 
tion of the entire street, from a sanitary 
standpoint, was terrible. 

Patrick McLaughlin wanted the sewer 
built. There were more than 30 houses 
in the streat. which was in an unsanitary 
condition. No one else appeared and at 
6.05 the hearing closed. 

Petitions for street lighting were re- 
ceived as follows, and referred to the 
proper committee: Waverley avenue, 
corner Kenilworth street, Kenilworth 
and Ivanhoe streets, Ivnnhoe and Mont- 
rose streets. Orient avenue. Morton 
street, Kenwood avenue. Highland 
avenue and River street. 

Councilman Childs presented a peti- 
tion signed by A. S. Barnes and 11 other 
residents of Wabau, .asking for a cross 
walk at the corner of Woodward and 
Beacon streets; referred to highway 
committee. 

At 8 30 on motion of Councilman Tol- 
man the council went into executive ses- 
sion, and considered the Killian settle- 
ment. A few minutes later the doors 
were opened, and the order, appropriat- 
ing $28,750 for settlement of the claim, 
was passed in concurrence. 

On recommendation of the street light 
committee orders were passed locating 
lights as follows; Cherry place, 2: Park 
street, 1; Orient avenue, 2; Bridge street, 

1: Temple street, 1; Morton street, 1: 
Kenwood street, 1; Grey Cliff road, 4. 

An order appropriating $150 for a new 
sign board on Centre street and Clinton 
place was laid over under the rules. 

The city treasurer was authorized to 
sell 100 sewer bonds of the denomination 
of $1000 to he on interest at 4 per cent, 
and mature Oet. 1, 1924. A sinking fund 
for their redemptiou was established. 
An order w^s presented by Couiicilmau 
Bullard, and adopted, author zing the 
city treasurer to pay over to the sinking 
fund commissioners $4,000 received in 
sewer assessments. 

An order providing for the widening of 
WaHliingron street to 8.'> feet was re- 
scinded and referred back to the high- 
way c-imuiitlee, tue puipose being lo 
enable certain corrections or changes in 
land seizures. 

.\u order was adopted appropriating 
$31,200 for department expenses of the 
month of D -'cember. 

At 8.50 on motion of Couucilmau 
Bristol! the council adjourned until Dec. 
<J1.

With the excep- 
tion of Alderniin Thompson, all the 
members were present,

1 am 
opposed to it UK a citizen, as a tax payer 
and as a fi^e underwriter. 1 know that 
the lire hazird would be increased aud 
tiiere is also a danger to human life. 
The contact of wires or the overturning 
of a pole in a h>oiiii, might carry death 
into some household. Even if it was a 
necessary thing, there is a safe way to do 
it. The wires should be buried. Why 
uot do that? 

Alderman IMumraer— Mr. Biker, are 
you in favor of ubolisliing every electric 
light and telepliune polo2 

Mr. Baker— Yes, sir. 1 think that they 
are nut only a distiguremeut from an 
ibUhetic point of view, but dangerous 
as Well, it would be well 1 think to fol- 
low the example ot Boston aud cum- 
ineuce to get some of our wiies uuder- 
grouud. 

Mr. Edward £. Lelaud— Representing 
Mrs. Lelaud, 1 desire to enter a protest 
to the erection of any poles on Otis 
street. It would destroy a beuutilul line 
of tre‘'s tiiere. 'I'o preserve tliem. 1 
granted 2000 feet of laud lt» the city with- 
out oust. Now tlie light company conn^s 
along and proposes to pul up a hue of 
poles and wires through the trees. It 
w id result simply in killing them.

It was asked for in order to sui>- 
ply the eleotrio service to Mr. J. H. 
Carter and Mr. Richard Anders. 

Maj. Lawrence — flow long ago, may 1 
imiulre, was It that you received Mr. 
Carter’s application for electric lighting? 
Mr. Holmes — Within a month. 

Maj. Lawrence— It was only a few days 
ago that Mr. Carter desired me to ap- 
pear at the first hearing on this quosiiou 
and enter a protest for him. 

Mr. Holmes— I did not say that Mr. 
Carter was anxious to have poles located 
on Otis street. What he did desire was 
electric lighting for his residouce on that 
street. 

Mr. Baker asked if the wires for that 
purpose could not be brought over from 
Fountain street? 

Mr. Holmes in reply stated that the 
wires could be carried down Fountain 
street., but that it was likely that an 
equal amount of opposition might bo met 
wUh. Of course, ho added, if we cannot 
have the Otis street location, there are 
other ways of getting to the bouses 
there. 

Ex-Alderman WlWon thought that 
there would be no opposition from resi- 
dents of Fountain street. I hope, said 
he, that Mr. Anders will be accommo- 
dated in some way, It might be feasible 
to reach him through Otis and Alpine 
streets. 

Mr. Richard Anders expressed the 
hope that the board would grant some 
location to the company through suob 
territory as it might aeeui best. Ho said 
that his house was equipped for electric 
lights and that be considered them far 
preferable to gas. 

Mayor Fenno — The board will probably 
bold the matter open, in order to give 
the electric light company an opportuni- 
ty of devising some way other than 
through Otis street to reach your house. 

The hearing was clossd, also a hearing 
on the laying out of School street. 

A communication was leceived from 
H. M. Whitney, assignee of the estate of 
James Killian and the latter’s counsel, 
accepting the appropriation of $27,9<X) in 
settlement of the Killian claim and agree- 
ing to give the releases to the city. 

A communication from the board of 
health was received, requesting that the 
mayor be authorized to petition the 
Legislature to grant authority to the 
health board to license peddlers of truits 
aud provisions. An order was subse- 
quently adopted authorizing the mayor 
to petition in conformity to the request 
The Partridge case came next in order. 
Mr. Partridge is a druggist doing busi- 
ness in Newtonville, and be was sum 
moned to appear before the boar 1 and 
show why bis license should not be re- 
voked The notice summoning Mr. 
Partridge was served by Constable 

Mayor Fenno — Mr. Partridge, no 
charges will be preferred against you 
here, You are giveu this opportuuity to 
state your case. 

Mr. Partridge— I have not the slight- 
est idea of the nature of the com- 
plaint ai;ainst me. 1 keep ro} book 
straight and have absolutely no knowl- 
egde of a violation of the law. 

Aldeiman Ruffe— Have you sold liquor, 
Mr. Partridge, to any one that ought 
not to have had it? 

Mr. Partridge— No sir; I have been 
very particular and have endeavored to 
fulfil every requirement of law. 

Alderman Hniniltoii made M»>vpral in- 
quiries concerning Mr. Partridge'ti 
methods of conducting business. He ex 
bibited a little surprise when Mr. Part- 
ridge in the course of his remarks, re- 
ferred to the case of an intoxicated man, 
who came into his store. He said that 
be gave him something to sober him of! 
and perhaps it was suggestive of a cock- 
tail or something of that kind. Mr. 
Pirtridgrt hasteni'd to explain that it was 
a dose of ammonia that he furnislied the 
inebriated person with, and that seemed 
to put a more favorable light on the 
matter. Aldt-rman Haniilinn’s last qiies- 
riou was this: “Did you in eveiy respect. 
Mr. Partridge, on yourosth, regard the 
law relative to the sale of liquore? 

Mr. Paitridge — Yes, .sir. 

Alderman Ruffe — Do you think that 
you violated in any way the urovisions 
accompanying your license sent by the 
city government? 

Mr. Partridge— No, sir. 

Alderman Plummer — Have you ever 
received notice from any woman in New- 
touville, requesting you nut to sell liquor 
to bet liushiiiid? 

Mr. Partridge — Not that 1 am aware 
of. 

Alderman Plummer- -Have you re- 
ceived any requests notifying you uot to 
sell to certain persons. 

Mr. Partridge — Y’es, sir. 

Alderinaii Plummer— What is your 
method in tint event? 

Mr Partridge— i put the names of the 
person.H on what we term tlie black book 
and refuse to sell to them, if they again 
apply f"r liquor. 

hearing was closed. 

Mayor Fenno at this point read a bond 
executed by ihe .Municipal Police Signal 
aud Fire Alarm Telegraph Company, 
holding the city Uaitnless on account ot 
any suits that might be brought on ac- 
count of the purchase aud installing of 
some of its boxes. 

Alderman Runiery stated that the bond 
was drawn by tlie city, solicitor. 

Mayor Fenno — Has the committee 
looked up the sureties? 

Aldermau Iluinory— No, sir. 

On motion of Aldermau Bothfeld, the 
approval of the bond was laid over and 
the city solicitor and the chairman of 
the fire committee requested to ascertain 
the standing of the parties named as 
HuretioH. 

Mayor Fenuo. following the bund 
episode, announced the result of the 
leceiitcltv election and read the list of 
ttiosu chosen to constitute the city gov- 
ern nent ot 1895. It having been pretty 
well noisuil about who the successful 
tellows were, it would hardly seem 
iieuessary to add further comment at 
iliis time. The board of aldermen of 
'95 have adopiud their term color. It is 
\\ h te and Green. 

Under the head of new busiiiHHs, orders 
wete adopted appropriating $17,909 lor 
the purchase of water pipes oi a special 
casting; providing for the laying one of 
Exeter and Dartmouth streets, C'roftoii, 
Nelioiden aiitf Carlton roads, and Wabau 
avenue, and ordering hearings tor Mon- 
day, DdO. 31, at 7 39 o’clock, before both 
biauelies ot the uiiy uounoii; aulhuriziiig 
the laying out ot Fiiifux street Irotii 
Prince lo >i'.erling: truiisteri iiig $3193, 
from any unexpended ^baiauoes to the 
a|ipropriatioii lor bigliway general re- 
pairs; autboiiziug the seizing of land for 
sewer pui poses in (y'linton street; author- 
izing tlie laying of a su«ur in Clinton 
htieet, froiii Adams lo Crafts street; ap- 
propriating $2159 lor new boiler, gas 
piping, steam titling, plumbing, etc., lor 
•No 2 otigiuH house. The last order was 
butisequeutly rebcinded. 

An order ottered by Alderman Hunt of 
the public property cummiitee calling 


for an appropriation of $1800 for the 
I ayment of aundry hills in connection 
with the omstruoiion of the Newton 
Highlands aohoolhouse brought nut con- 
siderable disoussion and the chairman of 
the committof. Dr, Kben Ihompson, was 
pretty sharply criticised. 

An order was adopted authorizing the 
transfer of $1300 from the appropriation 
for Alpine street and $1300, contributed 
by Carter slid others on aocnnnt of the 
c<iiistriiotion of Austin street, to the np* 
propriation for highway general repairs. 

Alderman Bothfeld started the ourtaiii 
raiier for Dr. Thompson’s bent fit by re- 
marking tliat the incurring of liabilities 
by committees, without funds to meet 
them, was something that should be 
slopped. Bonds have been issued, ho 
continued, to pay for the schoolhouse. 
Why should not that $1,800 have been In- 
cluded in the bond issue? It’s rather un- 
fair to put it into the next tax levy and I 
must enter my protest against such 
metheds. 

Alderman Hunt explained that the 
money was required for finishing two 
additional rooms, grading, sidewalks, 
gas fixtures, etc. 

Mayor Fenno — Did the committee vote 
to appropriate this money? 

Aldorniau Hunt — It voted the item for 
the grading. 1 am not sure about the 
others. 

Mayor Fenno— D > the records show 
that the coromitteo authorized these 
other expenditures? (This question was 
addressed to Mr. Otis, clerk of com- 
mittees.) 

Mr. Otis— They do not 

Alderman Roffc— I should like to have 
this item of $1800 added to the bond 
issue if it can be done in any way. 

Alderman Bothfeld suggested that the 
appropriations for the engine house and 
school house be provided for in one note. 

Alderman Plummer- 1 hope that this 
board will express its disapproval of the 
exceeding of appropriations by commil- 
teos. 

Mayor Fenno— The board has expressed 
itself very strongly on that matter. 
Turning then to Alderman Hunt, ne in- 
quired if an electric fan was still in posi 
ticn in the new school building at the 
Highlands. 

Alderman Hunt replied that it was, and 
in answer to still another question put 
by the chair, stated that a proposition to 
1 icate said fan there bad been twice voted 
d iwn by the committee. 

Alderman R >ff i — I trust that it will bn 
borne in mind that Alderm in Hunt, the 
member of the public property commit- 
tee here tonight, is in no way responsi- 
ble for these unusual proceedings by a 
single member of that committee. 

Mayor Fenno— No one here, I am sure, 
attaches any blame to Aldermau Uunr. 1 
think I ought to add that 1 am not sur- 
prised that the chairman of the public 
property committee is not here this 
evening. 

The engire housa order- having been 
reconsidered auii resiiuded, on motion 
of Alderm in Bothfeld it was recommit- 
ted and the same disposition made of the 
$1800 order with the request that the 
public property commirtee make pro 
vision for these appropriations by the 
isBUiiig of a note covering both items. 

An order was adopted appropriating 
$4439 for paym nt of sundry sewer 
assessments on city lots. 

A proposition of Frederick Johnson. 
Potter and otliers for a conditional gilt 
of land for tbe Aubumdale section of the 
boulev.ird was referred to the next city 
government. 

The hoard at 8.45 o’clock went into 
executive session. 


The Greater Bostour 

To the Editor of the Qraphio:— 

The merchant princes, who roll in 
their golden riches, who reside ir> the 
)>opnlon8 part of the city uf Newitm, 
have their public wants so lavishly sop 
plied that we seed uot wonder that they 
prefer the present municipality to "The 
Greater Boston,” 

All residing in less populous djwtrijtM, 
where they receive sucli meagre accom- 
raodutrous for tbe tuxes they pay, are 
diiTerentIv situeted. The latter named 
citizens piefer annexation or becoming 
a part of “The Greater Boston.” 

A number of years ago thirteen' hun- 
dred acres were set off from the south 
part oi Newton lo West Roxbury which 
i- now a part of Boston; that same terri- 
t try is now laid out in streets and sold 
by the foot, while tbe adjolniug part in 
Newton hue remained stationary, us far 
as popiil tti->u and houses are concerned. 
Not witiistanding tills, taxes are hvgber 
in this part of Newton than iU' the ad- 
joining territory of Boston aud Brook- 
line. To prove this, the writer bo-aght 
twenty acres of land in Newton for one 
half of what it was aKHesse(l,iin(J sold the 
8 lino amount on the Boston side- for 
over four tiroes the amount it w.is as- 
sessed; the two tracts of land were eou- 
liguous torriitory. 

In both B istoii and Brookline, they 
have better conveniences, among them 
po.stal delivery. We are twti or three 
miles from nearest postoflico. Our tuxes 
have been largely increased, our neces- 
sary accommodations decreaKed, for in- 
stance, lake our scliool accomiuudatiou. 
Tbe school comiiiitt' e paise.l a vote two 
years ago to abolish oiir school «)u a 
recomraeudaiMMj from oiir worthy super- 
inteudent of scliools. Tlie eiiisuiis 
turned out uii masse to opp4)He his plan. 
When he undertook to enforce bis idea 
and they proposed a private school, he 
lellDtiuishetl part of his pi in and allowed 
tbe younger scholars to remain. Tbe 
ol I ones go from two to three miles to 
receive grammar school instruction. 1 
often see a mother pass my door on a 
raiuy morning to take bei^ ohild nearly 
three miles to a grammar school. 

Our roa ^s are very good fora one horse 
chaise, tine two narrow in many places 
ta> turn out. F-ir the foregoing reiibous, 
the writer, wlio waa hern in the town of 
Newton, and has resided here all Ids lite, 
and has c.iiefiilly studied the interests 
of tlie city, believes that it would be an 
advantage to the oitiz-ms living in the 
sparsely settled seotioiis of the city to 
become a part of “The (irea^er Boston.” 
If all the Hulinrhau uities were aim orbe't 
hy the city of Bosron, “Greater Boston” 
wo'ild not then contain as large a terri- 
toiy us the city ol Cldu.ig i. nor us many 
inhabitants as the oily of New York. 
Tlie expense would be very inii -li less. 
Iiecaiise only one niiinicipal guveruineut 
would have to be pii l. No doubt the 
much needed transpoi tatiuu, which 
would tleveloi) unoccupied territory, 
would be speeaily furnished.

The preHsure of hard time* ie mani- 
fested very clearly In any ureafc Inatltu- 
tlon of learning by an Increase In th«' 
number of applloanta for scholarships 
and for pecuniary asahtance. The num- 
ber of s«Joh srorthy appll iants at the In- 
stitute of TechnoloRV this year Is up- 
wards of fifty per cent Rrea'er than last 
year. Of ninety oIrIu so applying for 
aid,t<venty are provided for by the State, 
but seventy elitht are left with only 
about $5000 of available funds for their 
use, In place of the $10,000 which would 
be needed for their free tuition. This 
fact will oleuly disprove the current 
statement that It Is perfectly easy for 
any worthy youni^ man to obtain an 
education at little cost. F »r, in this 
case, the education which is peuullaily 
intended to assist youn^ men to earn 
their way in life is necessarily expensive, 
while the funds available are wofully 
deficient. It is not generally appreciated 
that it costa on an average about $800 a 
year for the instruction of every student 
at the Institute, while the tuition charge 
is but $200. 

It is generally considered that assist- 
ance in such cases should come from the 
colleges themselves, the principle of 
local responsibility being apparently for 
gotten in this respect. This is undoubt- 
edly due to the liberal endowments 
which have been showered upon our col- 
leues in the past. If the scholarship be 
regarded as a prize for particular worth, 
entitling the bolder to the luxury of a 
liberal education, this view of the matter 
is undoubtedly correct. But another 
aspect of the case presents itself in our 
technical schools. Suppose the training 
in question is intended, not as a finishing 
touch in education, but siniplvto provide 
a future means of livelihood; and sup- 
pose, moreover, that such education 
should be particularly expensive as 
compared with the ordinary college 
training. Why should a horde of stu- 
dents from all over the world expect to 
rely upon the liberality of the private 
citizens of Boston, or of eastern Massa- 
chusetts. Hero It is not entirely a case 
of education in the interests of the State 
as a whole, but rather of particular in- 
dividual benefits. VVe do not even ap 
portion our common school taxes in that 
way. As a matter of fact, only forty 
per cent of the students of the Institute 
this year come from the State of Massa- 
• chusetts outside of Boston, although the 
demands for assistance from this partiu- 
lar constituency constitute about fifty 
per cent of the total applications which 
are made. In other words, the liberality 
of a few cit zens of Boston is providing 
a highly specialized education for young 
men who come (rum all over the State, 
but more especially from the suburban 
towns. There is no reason why the 
cities of Newton, Brookline, Malden or 
Lynn should not encourage this educa- 
tion in proportion to the number of their 
students at least. The popular render- 
ing of the idea may well bo ‘’No educa- 
tion without benefaction.” 

Not but that it is the true purpose of 
the Institute to provide every facility for 
all the world which it possibly can; in 
truth, its work has always been broad- 
ened by the principle that merit, and not 
accidents, of birth or locality shoulo 
determine the disposition of its scholar- 
ships. And the figures above quoted 
will show that no spirit of provincialism 
has ever gained the ascendency in its 
councils, for biore than its proportional 
amount is given to the State at large. 
But the mere fact that merit is the basis 
of assistance is in itself a strong argu 
ment for this principle of local respon- 
sibility. Whether an applicant should 
be helped or not depends primarily upon 
his merit and promise, rather than upon 
his pecuniary circumstances. Hence 
this judgment must be rendered in the 
case of students not already here, by 
those who have no previous knowledge 
of the case. If we would avoid the 
blighting influences of unwise benetac 
tion which pauperizes unwittingly, the 
judgment must be leti to the neighbors 
and friends of the applicant. They 
alone can judge fairly; they are the ones 
who are oentfited by his advancemei t; 
and they should realize that some degree 
of financial responsibility is no mure 
than just. 

This principle of local responsibility 
has been applied in a few of our towns, 
as, for example, Milton, which has pro- 
vided for one scholarship for the gradu- 
ates of its schools; and the English 
High school of Boston provides an 
education at the Institute for two of its 
graduates. The most notable example, 
however, is the bequest of the late Wil 
Ham E. Wheel wiight of Newlmryport, 
who left two ninths of his estate tor the 
establishment of a trade sotiool in his 
native town. Mr. Wheelwright was a 
p irtner of the ci lebrated Lord Brassey, 
who individually did so much to develop 
the English colonies by railroad and 
canal building. This fund was insuthei- 
ent to endow a scliool by itself, although 
it now amounts to about §400,000, so 
that the policy of the trustees has been 
to use part of the income in aiding 
worthy students at the lustitude. lu 
1882 four studeots were provided for, 
while this year the number of beuefi- 
ciaries bus increased to nineteen, in 
certaiu cases a German university educa- 
tion being included. But the etiseu' iai 
idea Is that of local responsibility. The 
student must be a native resident of the 
city of Newburvpoi t in every case. It is 
merely a case of delegated higber educa- 
tion ill view of the lack of proper 
facilities and institutions at home. The 
result has been that a large number of 
young men have been given u material 
start in life, the ti ue int« utioiis of the 
founder b^ing thus leaiized. And the 
waste of money attendant upon every 
attempt to give higher education on a 
narrow fluuuciul basis has been w.sely 
avoided. 

A fund of five or ten thousand dollars 
in any town would serve to provide free 
tuition for a student and give a chance 
for thorougli preparation la life. Tlie 
State of Massachusetts has done some- 
thing in this line. Twenty scholarships 
at the Institute are annually distributed 
by the State Board of Education in the 
several senatorial districts. But still 
about two-thirds of the worthy students 
who apply must be left to their own 
Hoauty resouroes entirely, the couse- 
quencu being that many are obliged to 
do without the coveted education. The 
responsibility should, however, be borue 
in greiter measure by the towns whence 
tiiese students uuine. If each locality 
would do its part a great impulse would 
be given to the cause of liigher teohuicul 
education in the United Stall's.

The caucus 
has not been lield yet. but theie can bo 
iiardly a doubt as to the result, and, it 
seems, it will simply pave the way for a 
graceful compliment to the momher from 
Waid Six who was tendered the nomina- 
tion of the Citizen's party for alderman, 
lie preferred to return to the lower 
branch to preside over the deliberations 
of that body. Ex-Mayor Burr was the 
last south side roan who occupied that 
position and it proved for him the step- 
ping stone to the mayoralty. If history 
repeats itself. Councilman Parker will 
certainly have no reasons for vain re- 
grets. 

Residents of the city are becoming 
much interested in the proposed memo- 
rial to Dr. S. F. Smith, the author of 
•Amorloa,” That was a happy idea of 
the manaBement of the Boston Post and 
for practicability puts the various coupon 
schemes a long way in the shade. If 
some Boston paper now could strike a 
suiheient vein of generosity to take a 
stand for an independent news service in 
Newton, people of this live community 
might take a little more stock in the 
philanthropy of those big dailies, whose 
owners point with certain pride to edi- 
torial utterances oondemning trusts and 
combines. 

It can be truthfully said that the pres 
ent city government has an enviable 
record in regard to the insistence of the 
observance of the no-Iioense law. The 
community has been rid of many of the 
kitchen bar rooms. 

• »•••« 

Beautiful park ways along Washington 
street seem very romantic and the notion 
altogether is a very pretty one. It 
should bo remembered, however, tliat 
the principal oliject in widening that 
thoroughfare is to provide room for 
more street railway tracks and to make 
the road more available for teaming. It 
is a highway, in a word, that will be 
used chiefly for mercantile purposes and 
electric transportation and never, to any 
extent, for pleasure driving. Wbai’s 
the use then of iuoorporatiiig a lawn and 
garden scheme with the project. What 
is needed is a good, wide road for prac- 
tical purposes. The environment is not 
of the character to warrant a large out- 
lay for the sake of mere beauty. The 
property near the street consists for the 
most part of very ordinary dwelling 
houses, mills, • lumber yards and such 
thiugs. The whole territory is to a great 
extent only available for business pur- 
poses and it is a situation that will be 
made more apparent with the future 
growth of the ci y. There are other 
streets that could be parked, if one may 
be permitted to use that expressior, 
with greater advantage to tlie munici- 
pality. The scheme is most feasible 
where the improvement is sure to bring 
its commensurate return iu increased 
valuation of contiguous pronerty.

The laborer is worthy of his hire; so 
says the city in providing an appiopria 
tion for the settlement of the Killian 
claim. It was a demand made in the 
interests of the Italian labors who 
worked on the sewers in 1891, and who 
failed to receive certain amounts due 
them in wages. The city took the con- 
tract out of the hands of Killian, and the 
usual legal controversy followed. The 
wage earners were of necessity com- 
pelled to wait, but justice rules and ere 
long they will receive the ooropeusatiou 
for their toil.

There appears to be less interest iu 
bowliug this season and the big scores, 
which initiated the state tourney of a 
year ago, seem to have falleu by the way- 
side. Something was said in one of the 
daily papers recently about a ‘‘corking” 
total, whatever that may be. Its a new 
descriptive word fur the popular winter 
pastime, not a sporty sport by the way. 
and evidently borrowed from the special 
coinage of the pugilistic department or 
possibly the race track. If the regula- 
tion game of today lives to a green old 
age, it will be through the preservation 
of its present environment. Once past 
the point of a gentleman’s strictly 
amateur form of amusement and recrea- 
tion, it will decline rapidly and become 
tlie property of the saloon and rag-tag 
element. It doesn’t seem to boom at 
the Newton Club this year. Possibly, 
it is because that organizition has no 
team in the Massachusetts league oham- 
pioushiu competition. 

A heap of trouble can be caused by 
lack of definite knowledge.

CHARLEH RITER RAM. 


IIOX. ALDKN aPRARR STHONOLV OPPOSES 
THE PHO.IKOT. 

At tlie meeting of the Boston Asso 
ciated hoatds of trade, .Monday, the 
question of a dam in the Charles River 
was taken up by Mr. W. B. Bird, who 
spoke most earnestly as to the care that 
should be exercised in the contemplation 
of an innovation which promised such 
great danger to Boston harbor. It is an 
experiment which, if mischievous, could 
not be remedied by its removal. Fie 
urged the board not to allow its voice to 
bo heard in support of an expensive ex- 
p -riroent, opposed by the government 
ingineers before even it is undertaken. 

Mr. J M. \V. Hill, iu favor of the dam, 
stated that the government is consider- 
ing a proposition to make a store ground 
of fresh water for the reception of battle- 
ships and naval craft of the monitor type 
so as to get the benefit of fresh water, 
and thus avoid corrosion to the bottoms, 
by the creation of a basin in the Charles 
River, of a similar character to that al- 
ready proposed. He cited the fact that 
Chief Insoector Hiebborn and Chief 
Engineer Melville ad vocate the creation 
of a basin at this point by damming the 
river. 

Hon. Alden Speare strongly opposed 
the damming of the river, and showed 
that already the driving of piles and 
making of land in the Back Bay section 
of the city has reduced the scour so that 
the upper harbor has dangerously 
shoaled. The flow of 3,000,')00,000 of 
gallons of salt water has ulreidy been 
lost, and the lesson of this experience is 
conoIuHive agiinst further encruaohment 
upon a tidal flow. 

The board voted to sustain the report 
of its committee. 

Hon. Alden Speare was elected presi- 
dent for the ensuing year, and Mr. E. H. 
Haskell, vioe-prosident, representing the 
paper trade assoctation.

A TRAFFIC STREET. 

There is a good deal of opposition to 
the plan of making “a beautiful boule- 
vard” out of Wasbiagton street, and we 
have received the protests of many 
proraineut citizens and heavy taxpayers, 
who think it is better to make the widen- 
ing in a common sense way. They 
recognize the fact that it is and always 
will remain an ugly street, its nearness 
to the railroad rendering it unattractive 
for residences or for pleasure travel, and it 
will always be used simply as a thorough- 
fare for teamiug and for business pur- 
poses, while the one side that is to re- 
main will be as at present used for busi- 
ness blocks and the lower priced class of 
houses. 

Every one favors makiug it wide 
enough for safety, but many think an S5 
foot street wide enough for all practical 
purposes, and the expense of doing that 
will be an expenditure from which no 
return cau ever be expected. If the land 
along the north side appreciates in value 
sufficiently to make up for the taxable 
property destroyed on the south side, 
many conservative real estate men will 
be disappointed. The character of the 
street is already determined and it will 
be impossible to change this to any great 
extent. 

Streets may be made too wide as well 
as too narrow, and we have suffered so 
much in Newton from the latter that ihe 
tendency is or course to rush into the 
other extreme. Brookline could furnish 
some very instructive figures about the 
cost of keeping in eondiiion its great 
boulevard, but there the experiment 
proved a success, as the street ran 
through a very desirable residence sec- 
t on, and there were two sides of^^tho 
street to be affected. 

Of course Newton could afford to take 
all the land between the ■- tieet and the 
railroad, but what would it do with it. 
There is not enough for a park, save in 
West Newton, and there is nothing very 
attractive about a wide stretch of dirt- 
paved street, which would be dusty in 
summer and muddy in winter, and a sort 
of white elephant all the year round. 

It is urged that the present husiuess 
blocks about the three stations affected 
are a disgrace to the city and an open 
space would be much more allr.ictive. 
Blit these blocks have been allowed to 
run down on account of the uncertainty 
about the street widening. Some of 
them could be torn down to advantage, 
and as soon as there is any great demand 
for better buildings for stores and shops, 
they doubtless will he. The cheaper 
buildings of .t y city are generally clus- 
tui'bd around a railroad, as that is the 
Ceast desirable spot for any other pur- 
pose, the land is geuerally low, and the 
presence of the railroad is always re- 
gaided as injurious to property uu- 
less it is used for shops aud busi- 
ness purposes Perhaps things may be 
a lit'le more out-of elbows liere than is 
at all liccessary, but until within a year 
or so there have been no improvement 
societies to look after things or to in- 
culcate \ desire for improvements. 

The City Council have a very import- 
ant tjubsiion before them, and they 
h^'ard one side at the bearine, and mem- 
bers of the hiifliway committee liave 
been having private hearings fro ri the 
otlier side ever since. Every one wants 
the hiieet widened, but those wlio are 
mos' interested in Newton’s welfare 
reuliae that the size of the tax rate has 
nioie to do with the city’s growth than 
almost any other thing that could be 
named, aud for this reason any reckless 
or unwise expenditure of lialf or even a 
quarter of a million of dollars would be 
of serious injury to thb city. It takes 
•over eight millions of t»xiihle property 
to yield $125,000, at tifteen dollars a 
th )us.tnd; it would take iteveral years 
for the city to increase its valua- 
tion that amount, and any great increase 
in fbe lax rate would only drive people 
away from Newton. Wlieu couteiiiplat- 
iog costly improvements the city council 
is leq lired to view tbeiii from a business 
as well as frntn an esthet'e •*»andpoint. 

A NEKIJED IMPROVEMENT. 

All improvuiueut that would be >i{ 
more Imiuediate benelli to .N'ewino ih in 
any wlii;b have been dih;-ii!..Hfi| of IhIh 
W ould be the wiileiiiug of Tieiiiout slieet 
so ibat tiie West End oai.^ K.otld come up 
fiom <.)ak .Squ ile and give Newton pe - 
pie a live cent tare to Boston. Miiiv 
people patronize these «;<tiii now in spite 
ol the long walk to 0.ik .Square, but they 
would then be availed ot by all who go | 
to Boston for shopping, as they pass right 
through the shopping district. 


The West End Company have long 
hern contemplating this extension, nod 
they would undoubtedly extend their 
tracks to Newton the coming spring if 
I’remont street were made wide enough 
for a double track road. The work 
would not now be an expensive one ns 
there are few bouses of any great coat 
on the street, the improvement will 
have to come some time, and it will be 
cheaper to do it now than to wait until 
the street has been built up. 

When the railroad and street grades 
are separated, so that the street railway 
could cross the tracks, the West End 
would have a loop line, through *Nonan- 
tum square, from which the Cambridge 
cars now start. 

The advantages of a five cent fare to 
Boston would be many, besides the direct 
saving of money. It would be an argu- 
ment to use with the Boston A Albany 
towards seouting cheaper lares and 
better accommodation for Newton, and 
the extension would also be of great 
benefit to Newton people. The shorter 
time of transit by steam cars is often- 
times more than lost by the great dis- 
tance from the stations to the point the 
shopper wishes to roach, and the dis- 
comfort of passing through the crowded 
section of the city in such sloppy weath- 
er as we have had of late. Besides, the 
patronage of the electrics would be 8.0 
much larger, that they would run at 
more frequent intervals, and the time 
lost in waiting for a train would be saved. 

The West End promise to heat their 
long distance oars, so that the electrics 
would be just as comfortable in winter 
a-* the steam cars, and in summer tlie 
open cars are so much to be preferred 
that many now use them daily during 
the warm weather. 

One plan is to widen Tremont street to 
Paik, and Park to Washington, and the 
greatest cost would be ou the latter 
street, as it could not be widened with- 
out disturbing the houses. Another plan 
is to widen to Waverley avenue, follow, 
that street to Washington, aud then to 
the railroad crossing. Probably the 
wishes of the greatest number of pro' 
perty owners would decide the matter. 

If Washington street should be wid- 
ened, beginning with Park street, there 
would he ample room there for the 
double tracks, aud as soou as the grade 
crossings are abolished, the tracks would 
be extended to Nonantum square, which 
would become a street car centre, aud 
the proposed widening would be of some 
use. 

*1d view of the great importance of 
this work, and the immediate benefit it 
would be to Newton people, it ought to 
be undertaken at toe same time with 
Wasbingtoo street, as it is practically an 
extension of that street, and the city 
money could not be expended in any 
better way. 


The result of Tuesday’s election in 
Boston is not such as to give much cause 
for rejoicing to tho.se who denire to see 
the best things iu municipal government. 
Neither party put up their best iiiau us 
their candidate Tl>*^Ia>or, and the 
Mayor-Elect, Mr Curti8;Hhe protege of 
Jesse Gove, is far from representing 
the best element in the Republican party, 
aud liie meu surroiiudiug him hitherto 
have never been conspicuous for any 
londuess for purity in politics. Mr. 
Curtis, himself, iu bis letter of accept- 
ance, g ivo utterance to very extravagant 
views about municipal expenditeres, 
but nerhaps ho will learn biHter when he 
assumes the respjusibilities of office, and 
he Uus Che chance of his lifetime before 
him. lie can make a good Mayor by 
ciittini; loose from bad advisers and 
looking solely to the good of the city, 
but it will not be an easy task. Perhaps 
Mr. Curtis has more sireuglh of charac- 
ter than he has hitherto shown, aud all 
friends of good government will hope 
that he has. 


The ordiuauce requiring the side- 
walks to be cloarod of ice and snow in 
Wards Oue aud Seven has been very 
generally oOaerved rhu past week, and is 
of especial beiietic where the walks are 
covered with meltiug snow.

much neglected, also found stimulus to 
tho creative faculty of his muse in 
working iu playful and oven noisy com- 
pany. Such cases recall tho story of tho 
learned man of Padua, who assured 
Montaigne that ho actually needed to 
bo hemmed in by uproar before he could 
proceed to studv. — Chambers’ Journal.

‘‘College Night” at tho clubhouse 
brought out a notable gathering of 
educationalists. Of course, there was 
the usual lanio attendance of members, 
including representatives of the alumni 
of Harvard, Yale, Bowdoiu, Amherst 
md other universities. President 
Tucker of Dartmouth delivered the 
smoke talk in tho assembly hall, it w.-is 
an able and exceedingly interesting 
paper on “The Modern College.” The 
NtiWtou Club Glee Singers rendered a 
number of inspiring college songs and 
iltogelber ttie oocasiou was one of the 
most delightful in the history of an 
• iigauizatlon 'hat has accemplishod a 
great work in tho social and iutellectual 
development of the Garden City. 

President Tucker commenced by say 
ing that today we are iu the midst of an 
educational epoch. This is shown, he 
continued, by the attitude ot wealth 
when looking for an opportunity for 
permanent investment. More mouey 
has been invested iu educational institu 
tious tbiu iu all other works of pliil- 
aiithropy. The moderiiiziug of our ooK 
leges springs, it may he said, out of the 
current life of the times. The awakeu- 
ing of the past ten years can be likened 
to nothing more than to the revival of 
the rennaissaiice. One of the great 
features of the modern ediioadonal 
movemeut is its scieurifio spirit. The 
whole educational cystem is imbued with 
this uow spirit; eyeu the old classics aie 
studied by the scituitifio methods. 

Another great cliauge is the introduc- 
tion of the elective system. This places 
a measure of the respousibili'y for 
eduoation upon the subject to be edu- 
cated. There has heeu a groat deal ot 
ability suppressed in the past by tho 
system wliich forbids the student to 
look at subjects from his own uugle of 
visioo aud requires him tu follow a pre- 
scribed course of study. Tlie elective 
system furnishes tho opportunity for 
awakening the stiuieuls’ own uatiire and 
of displaying his latent possibilities. It 
has beeu fouud that the standing of men 
under the elective system is five per cent, 
higher than under tlio pieicribed. 

A third great change in the putting of 
the control of oolleges into the hands of 
those roost deeply interested iu them— 
that is the alumni. 

This is a change from the American 
principle of oo-operatiou back to the 
old academic sysiem of fellowship. The 
whole tide of the world’s life for good or 
ill Hows tbruiigb the college today. It 
partakes of the morality and in part of 
the ioimorality of the world in which it 
lives. The sentiment of the college to- 
diy is against such institutions as haz- 
ing, a relio of the old, artificial system. 
We are leuruliig that iu the home life,the 
college life, the husiuess and the profes- 
sion ii life, we are inembers of one great 
fellowship. The college idea, in distinc- 
tion from all olbur uducatoiiul institu- 
tions, is that of a great social group and, 
working ou tho piinoiplus uf a group, it 
should be uo greater than will allow it to 
be easily mtiuageuble. It is the group 
that gives the distinctive uharaoter to 
the student. Otir larger Aiiiorieaii edu 
cutioiial iiistituiioiis must break up into 
colleges or they will become something 
very dilfereut. lliirvaid, with its great 
growth, has retained tliu form of u col- 
lege, but the idea seems iu danger of 
being lost, and involves, ihotefoie, one 
of the great problems of Iluvard’s 
fiitiiro. 

The uollegu should he uo greater in 
size thou will allow each studeut tii be a 
vital part of the group and allow each 
studeut tu hucoiuu iici|uaiuled with all of 
its lUtMiibers. One of ihe greatest iieuessi- 
ties of educational life is to iutrodii ;u 
the oleiiiutil of repose, taking away the 
(uessure uud hurry, giviug the iiiiud uu 


opportunity to act with freedom, to 
widen, to expanrl and grow. Unless this 
is done, an injury is inflicted that can- 
not be repaired. 

Much of modern seepticism, sild the 
speaker in cniicliisinn, is due to the fact 
that during the educational period the 
mind has not been given free scope to 
form itself and doubts wliieh should 
come in the formative period fall to that 
of later activity. 

President Tucker and other prominent 
educationalists and professional men 
wore tendered a dinner by tho officers of 
the club prior to the more formal exer- 
cises in the assembly hall. President 
Cnhb nooupled the host’s chair and 
about hlfti were seated Piesidcnt Tuck- 
er, Dr. Cowles of the McLean Hospitsl, 
Dr. Hildreth of Cambridge, Hon. K. M, 
OroBshnry of Boston, Mayor John A. 
Fenno, Col. Melvin O. Adams, Hon. C. 
T. Gallagher, E. B. Halo of (^ambiidge, 
Dr. Otis II.

Botli branches of the city council were 
in session Monday evening. 

In tlie board of mayor and aldermen, 
on motion of Alderman Bothfold, it was 
voted to suspend the readine of the 
records. Mayor Fenno then read a com- 
munication from .1. B. Ilennessy, claim- 
inf? damafjes on account of injuries sus- 
tained, it is alloiied, by fallinf? over a 
manhwlo cover. Referred to committee 
on claims. 

The following appointments, m.ade by 
the mayor, were confirmed: B. F. 
Knowles, call man hose No. 4; N. P. 
Snell, driver, (permanent force fire de- 
partment); Wilbur Fiske, hoseman on 
call force. 

Theodore W. Trowbridge was granted 
a license as auctioneer. 

A hearing w.a8 giveu on the petition of 
the Newton Watertown Gas Light 
Company fur locations for pules and 
wires on Oxford road. No remon- 
strants appeared and the bearing was 
closed. 

A hearing was also given on the 
petition of the New England Telephone 
A’ Telegraph Company for locations for 
t.v4i poles on Willard street. No remon- 
strants appearing, it was closed. 

The next hearing, on a petition of the 
same company for six poles with neces- 
sary wires on Webster street between 
Elm and Cherry, and for one pole on 
Woodland road, brought out some in- 
quires from Mr. Marcus Morton. Fie 
said that he would like to know just 
who it was proposed to run the wires on 
the poles asked for on Webster street 
and whether it would affect trees or in- 
jure property of residents. 

Mayor Fenno — The company asks for 
six poles, three on each side of Webster 
street. The exact location is not stated. 

Chief Randlett of the fire department 
stated that the purpose of the additional 
poles was to continue from theoldfiie- 
alarm posts ihrongb the lower end of 
Webster street, 

Mr. Morton— I merely wish to express 
the hope that the shade trees will be 

f Reserved from mutilation. I felt a 
ittle disturbed on that account. The 
hearing was closed. 

Alderman Rumery presented a p tition 
from Mr. G. W. Morse and a maj irity of 
the directors ot the Wellesley and Boston 
Street Railway Company asking that an 
extension of time be granted until July 
1, 1805, to commence the work of laying 
the tracks and putting up poles and 
wires. It was stated that it was the in- 
tention of the railroad m luagement to 
build the line of street railway called for 
and foi which a location was granted 
through Wushiiigton street as speedily 
as possible. A hearing was ordered ou 
the petition for Dec. 31. 

A petition of A. S. Barnes for side- 
walk on Beacon street was referred, on 
motion of Alderman Bothfeld, to the 
next city council. 

Alderman Ruffe read a communication 
from the Newton A VVatertown STeet 
Railway Company aunounciug its with- , 
drawal of the petiiiims ft»r permit to | 
cross the Boston & Albany Railroad at | 
grade on Walnut and Wasbitigtuu stieets i 
It was s ateii iu the communication that 
it had been decided to withdraw above 
named petitions as there seemed to he no 
likelihood i»f gf-lling tiver the B. A A. 
tracks at those points. The board 
granted the company leave to withdraw, 
on motion of Alderman Ruffe. 

Alderman Bothfeld offered an order 
requesting the mayor to petition the 
legislature to pass au act authorizign the 
establishing of a board of public works iu 
Newtou. The act asked ftir was drawn 
up under the direction of City Solicitor 
Slocum and is as follows: 

ACT TO ESTABLISH ROARI) OF PURLIC 
WORKS. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and Ilouse 
of Representaiives in General Court as- 
semliled and by the authority of the 
same, as follows: 

Section 1. A Board of I*iblio Works 
is hereby establisbcd for the City of 
Newtou as follows, to wit: The Mayor 
of said city sliall as soon as may be after 
this ac' lakes effect appoint subject to 
confirmation by the board of ahlermen. 
three able and discreet men who shall 
constitute a boar<i to be known as a 
Board of Public Works, to hold office 
respectively one, iwo and three years 
from the iirst day of May iu the year 
181)5, aud until their snocessors are ap- 
pointed, confirmed and qii diti>-d, aud 
thereafter in tlie mouth of April in each 
year the Mayor shall app(»itit, subject to 
confirmation as aforesaid, one member 
of said board to servo for tiie toiin of 
three veurs from ihu fust day of May iu 
the yeai in wliioh he shall bo appointt-d, 
and until his successor is .ippointed. cou- 
firmed and «iii iiifiHd. Any vacancy oc- 
curring shall be filled by appoiulment as 
aforesaid for iho remainder of tlie tin- 
expitvd term. The chairman of said 
board shall he dcsigiialed by the Mayor. 
The CDUipens itioii of the members of 
said board nball be fixed by tbe city 
couiioil. Tlie Mayor with the consent of 
the board of aldermen may at any time 
remove any of said bnuui. 

Section ti. Slid City of Newton may 
from lime to time by ordiiiance provide 
that said b lard shall have .uiy or ail of 
tlie following powers and duties: First. 
The coiistructiou, mainteuauce, altera- 
tion, repair, care and lighting of high- 
ways, HireetH, ways, sidewalks, bridges, 
ami public parks aud siiuares, aud that 
haul board may be highway surveyors. 
.Secciid, The coustruotio'i, mainienaiice, 
alteration. repair and care of public drains 
and sewers. 'I'hiid. Tlie construction, 
iiiaiuteiuuice. alteration, repair aud care 
of public biiiUliiigs and properly, except 
th.it tbe control of the rcbool buildings 
sliall leinain willi tlie school ooniniittee. 
F lurtb. riie coiistruolioii, maintenanoe, 
alteralioi), repaii and oaie ol llu- water 
woi KS and the supply iiinl disti ihution of 
wtiler. S.iid city may at any lime anieiid, 
repeal or nraku new or additiunal oidi- 
uuucuH, for the aforesaid purpnscs. 

S ctioii 3 .Said Boud of Pu».lic 
Works shall, from time to time, as the 
city o-oui'uil shall dii«-ct, cause to be 
made under its diieolion, plans of such 
territory or sections ol land iu said city 
as said city council shall direct, sbowing 
thereon exis'ing water courses ami 
valleys and the locution, grudct and le- 
•luire 1 he<-iioub or carrying capacity of 
such water courses so far us in.ty be 


nocessary for tho complete and proper 
carrying of tho estimated quantity of 
water that shou'd be provided for 
through said valleys and w.itor courses, 
.uid also tho width or amouiit ot 
land nocpssnrv to ho outered upon for 
the proper ooustruoiiou aud mauiteu nice 
of drains or watoiVays to be used there- 
for. tSaid plans sliall also show such ex- 
isting buildings, streets, property hues 
and other data as may be required for a 
proper determination of such loo.itiou 
indicitted, but inaccuracies and omission 
of snob information shall not rendei 
such plan invalid. No person or corpor- 
ation shall enter any dr.iiu or sower into 
any such water course nor ounduot any 
sewerage or drainage nutter or pollutiou 
of any kind therein, nor into any water 
course, channel or stream natural or arti- 
ficial connected therewith, aud hIihII not 
injure, destroy, divert or ooscruot auy 
such water course 

Section 4. Said Board of Public Works 
shall from time to time as directed by 
tbe city council of said City of Newtou 
cause plans to be made of such portions 
of the oily ns said city couuoil shall 
direct, showing tboreou the location of 
existing streets, ways and parks, and all 
such streets, ways and parks whether al- 
ready laid out or uot as said Board of 
Public Works shall be of the opinion tbe 
present or future necessity of the city 
shall require within tbe territory upon 
said plans, showing clearly tbe direction, 
width, grade and boundary lines of such 
streets, ways and parks. I'he completion 
and filing as herein provided of any such 
plan shall define the location for streets, 
ways and parks in the portion covered by 
such plan. No street or way shall here- 
after be laid out by the city council of 
said City of Newton in territory included 
in said plans, except in accordance with 
streets and ways as laid out thereon. 

Section 5. Before making any plan 
herein provided said Board of Public 
Works sball give a hearing and due 
notice thereof to all parlies interested, 
and after tbe mak ng of said plan and 
before adopting aud recording the same, 
shall give a like notice and bearing and 
shall keep said plan open to public in- 
spection for two months after the first 
notice of said second bearing and be- 
fore tbe date thereof. Notice shall be 
given of each such bearing and the plac- 
ing of etch such plan open to public iu- 
spection iu at least two newspapers pub- 
lished in said city once a week for three 
successive weeks before the bearing or 
placing of said plan open to public iu- 
speotion. Said plau after said hearings 
and after being kept open to public in- 
spection as herein provided and after 
such alterations shall have been made 
thereon, as may be deemed necessary by 
said board shall be marked as made un- 
der the provisions of this act, be signed 
and approved byamajoritv of said board 
of punlic works, and be fifed in the office 
of the city engineer of said city of New- 
ton, and the date of the filing be written 
thereon and attested by said city engin- 
eer. Every plan so signed and attested 
shall be prima facie evidence that said 
plan and all data made thereon are under 
tbe authority of aud in accordance with 
the provisions of this act. Every such 
plan may be amended, annulled or re- 
pealed after like notices, bearings and 
proceedings as for adopting the same 
either by said Board of Public Works or 
by tbe city council of said City of New- 
ton. 

Section 0. Said Board of Public 
Works may enter into and upon any land 
so far as it deems necessary to carry out 
tbe provisions of this act, and make such 
examinations and surveys as it deems 
necessary. Any person injured iu his 
property by acts doue uii<l*‘r the pro- 
visions of this section shall be entitled 
to damages therefor to be detei mined in 
tbe mautier provided for deierinining 
aud paying damages sustained in laying 
our stieets and ways iu said City of New- 
ton. 

Sect'on 7. Slid city may from time to 
time make ordinances for tbe purpo.-^e of 
enforcing aud carrying out tbe pro- 
visions of sections three, four aud five .»f 
thi-* act. aud affix penalties thereto not 
exceeding fifty Oullars for each offence. 

Section 8. This act shall not take effect 
unless accepted by the City Couuoil of 
the City of Newton. Whe.i kii accepted 
the City Clerk of Newtou shall certify 
said aucept.iDco to the Secretary of the 
CommoDwealtb. 

Section 0. So much of tliis act as 
authorizes tbe City Council of Newton 
to accept the same sball take elTect upon 
its passage, aud if accepted as herein 
provided it sball take effect upon such 
acceptance. 

Alderman Bothfeld said that the city 
solicitor bad followed tbe acts establish- 
ing board of public works drawn for 
other cities in tbe Common wealth except 
with regard to the provisions relative to 
water courses, drains and laying out of 
streets, in tact, said be, all arbitrary 
features have been eliminated. The 
members of tbe board are elected for 
short terms and life office is thereby pre- 
vented. It was the provision of appoint- 
ing uommissiouers having a life tenure of 
office that c uised so much opposition to 
the act drawn up by a preceding city 
council providing for a board of public 
works. That objection has been re- 
moved in tbe provisions of ollice tenure 
governing tbe draft of the new act. It 
is provided also tliat the mayor may, 
with the consent of tbe city council, re- 
move members of tbe board. 

Alderman IMunimor — IIow about tbe 
duties of tbe boardi* Won’t it require a 
large amount of time on tbe part of its 
m)*mberH and call for three high-salaried 
ollioials? 

Alderman Bothfeld— Tho compensa- 
tion is to be fixed by the city council. 
So far as tbe ainouiit is concerned, 1 
tliink it would he in the interests of 
economy to piy Hal.iries i>f $.5000 eieh 
provided men i»i I lie iiMcessary quulitic.i- 
tioDS aiul expel ieiice could he secured. 
The board is under the control of the 
city couuoil. It may li;ive certain powers, 
but those powirs are defined by (>rdi- 
nance by tbe city council. Tbe comiien • 
satioii can be determined later. 1 urn 
thoroughly couviticed that the city’s iu- 
terests would be observed by the creation 
of a public works board. Tiie members 
of the city council are for the most part 
only amateurs and mistakes, therefore, 
are made that aie costly to tbe city. 
Again, it is wrong to ask members of tbe 
city government without coinpeusatiou 
to give tho amount of time required to 
oouducl the ulTairs that would be en- 
trusted under this act to competent and 
experienced inon. It is sehioiii tliut 
metuliei'H can afford to give the lime to 
if. The only other way out of it, so far 
as 1 can see, is to make tlie members of 
tlie board of aldermeti salaried officials. 
The sentiment of leHidents for some 
time, I flunk, has been in favor of a 
board of public wm ks. 

Aldeiniaii Kolfa— I agree with Alder 
man Bothfeld that it is an imposition to 
iihk or expect membeis of tiie oifv coun- 
cil to attend to these matters without re 
iiiiineratiou. 1 don’t see much to object 
to III the way tlie proposed aoi is drawn, 
but think it would, perhaps, be just us 
well not to puss the order tonight. Tliere 
might be some changes that it would ap- 
pear desirable to make. For example, it 
is necessary to secure legislation to oou- 


fpr upon members of the board the power 
of highway surveyors? 

Tho opinion of City Solicitor Slooum 
was called for on this point. He stated 
that be doubted if tho present city chart- 
er was broad enough to permit the cou- 
forrhig of such powers. 

Aldermau R.ifTe— flow about defining 
the duties of members of the board? 

City Solicitor Slocum— The second 
suction provides that the city council 
may give them oi.e or numerous duties. 

Alderman RolTe— It is provided that 
they may go on the laud of a mnn aud 
put up bound, where it is intended ro lay 
out streets. Might that nut afTect prop- 
erty values? An* intending purchaser 
might decide uot to buy a piece of land 
where a- street was to be laid out through 
or iie.ar it. Couldn’t the provisious for 
bound stones be left out? 

Alderman Bothfeld— Yes. That is a 
matter of slight moment and I can see 
no reason why that provision oauuot be 
eliminated 

Alderiniin Hamilton — Are wo not creat- 
ing a power greater than that of the 
board itself? 

Alderman Bothfeld — No sir. The 
board of public works is entirely under 
tbe limitations of the city oounoil. 

Alderman Plummnr- There has been 
more or less orificism on account of the 
recent anpoiutmont of salaried officials. 
From the very lucid explauation that 
Alderman Bothfeld has giveu, I am 
satisfied that the draft of tbe act has 
been drawn with great care. I kuow 
too, from my own experience in city 
affairs, that it would be* in tbe interests 
of tbe city from tbe standpoint of econ- 
omy to secure competent men to manage 
matters to which members of the city 
council cannot give tbe time and atten- 
tion they deserve. 

After some further discussion, tbe 
order authorizing tbe mayor to petition 
the legislature to pass the act was 
passed, all tbe members voting iu the 
affirmative. 

Charles Dickens was granted a re- 
newal of license as auctioneer. 

An order was adopted authorizing tbe 
laying of a sewer in Jjincoln street, pro- 
viding for the issue of notice of iutent to 
heirs of John Riley, ot. al., and appoint- 
ing bearings for Monday evening, Dec. 3, 
at 8 o’clock before tho board of mayor 
and aldermen and 7.45 o’clock before the 
common council. 

Ou motion of Alderman Roffe, it was 
voted that when the board adjourned it 
be to meet again Monday evening. Doc. 

Orders wore adopted authorizing tbe 
public property committee to expend 
$4000 for gas fixtures, grading and finish- 
ing two rooms iu the new schoolbouse at 
Newtou Highlands and for plumbing, 
steam fittings and a uew boiler in No. 2 
engine bouse; providing also for tbe 
issue of a uute by the city treasurer to 
furnish the wherewithal for those im- 
provements, said note to bear interest at 
tbe rate of 4 per cent, per annum. A 
siukiug fund tor tbe redemption of tbe 
note was established. 

The L. L. P. C Club was granted a 
license to run a pool table. 

Locations were granted to thn Newtou 
& Watertown Gas Light Company aud 
tbe New England Telephone «& Tele- 
graph Company for locations for poles 
and wires, agreeably to petitions, on Ox- 
ford and Woodland roads, Willard aud 
Webster streets. 

The board at 0.35 o’clock adjourned. 
Common Council.

A Plea for the Religious Observance 
of Christmas Day.. 

To tbe Editor of tbe Ukapuic: 

Any one who is old enough to look 
back some 25 years or more becomes 
aware of the remarkable contrast be- 
tween the Christmas seasons of this year 
aud tbe Christmas season of not so very 
loug ago.

But while he notices all this he is 
amazed to see that there is a great 
shrinking on the pint of some religious 
people from auy religious oMservaiico of 
I lie day. Tiiere are religious services on 
the Suuday before, but very few iu the 
Protestant bodies on the day itself. 

f)ne reason f<»r this neglect is the 
notion that the 25rii of Decemlier is not 
the exact day «»l tJirisi’s biith. That, 
however, would lie a small objeqtiou if it 
were to be incontesiibly shown that some 
other day was a mote correct one. It is 
euoiuh that one day in the year has 
c »me to be kept as tlie Feast of the 
Nativity, uiol that it is so kept by 
mynads of people in all parts of tho 
world. 

Tho propriety of observing with reli- 
gitms lites the iiiitli of the Founder of 
Ciinstiauity mustiu time commend itself 
t<» the f ivor of many who have got over 
their prejuiiices against keeping Good 
Fri'*av and faster. 

Already iu many directions among the 
non-Episcopal bodies there is a very de- 
cided movumuut titwards keeping the 
great Christian festivals, and the leiiden- 
oy is no doulit one of the signs of the 
coming Christian unity. 

Perhaps some of us may live long 
enough to see tho Festival' of the Na- 
tivity us religiously ohsetvrd as ik how 
the case with the Festival of tlie Resur- 
rection.

OBJECTIONS TO TIIR EXTENSION OK COM- 
MONWEALTH AVENUE. AHSKIITIONR 
THAT IT IS MOIIE KOIl THE BENEFIT OF 
NEWTON THAN HORTON. 

Fifteen or more property owning oiti- 
zeoB RBsombled in the Btreet commis- 
sioner’H offloe at Boston at 11 o’clock, 
TueBday, in rosponse to the adverMsed 
notice of a meeting *‘on the extension of 
Commonwealth avenue at Brighton, from 
ChoBtmit Hill avenue to the Newton 
boundary line, to he laid out hr a high- 
way and constructed by grading and 
covering with pavement, gravel or other 
material.” 

After reading the call Chairman Doro 
announced that llie action of the board 
in extending the avenue as proposed wan 
authorized by chap, •'123 of the acts of 
1801 and amendments. 

The first speaker was H. B. Knowles, 
representing the Knowles estate, near 
Lake street. He stated that those whom 
he represented would not agree to any 
lease of their property or disposal of it 
in any way until the Newton boulevard 
syndicate made satisfactory settlement. 
His trouble being situated in Newton 
and not in Boston, the chairman in- 
formed the speaker that his hoard had 
nothing to do with that matter. 

Seth J. Thomas onposed the plan. He 
could not see wherein the street coramis- 
sioners wore warranted in spending so 
much of the city’s money in a scheme 
which would not benefit the citizens 
generally, but only a few individuals, 
and the Newton boulevard corporation. 
It would injure his property on South 
street, where ho has during the summer 
time made his home for the past 20 
years. He said he bad never beard of 
such a plan being contemplated until be 
saw the notice iu the newspapers one 
day. 

•T think we are doing too much for 
those cities and towns on the outside, 
many of which have, through certain of 
their prominent citizens, held up their 
bauds in holy horror and declared that 
they want nothing to do with Boston, I 
say we are benefltting those cities to our 
own detriment. This road annexes with 
the grand syndicate boulevard which 
they are constructing in Newton, and al- 
together makes everything very fine for 
the Newton property owners, but where 
Boston is to be benefitted I fail to per- 
ceive. 

‘‘Who are the petitioners?” said he, 
‘‘I don’t know of any one who has asked 
you for this extension.” 

Continuing, Mr. Thomas spoke of the 
injury jwhiob the fulfillment of the plan 
under consideration would render to the 
beautiful drives around the reservoir. 
He also referred to the fact that the 
handsome aud expensive driveway gate 
which now ornaments the entrance to 
the reservoir grounds would have to be 
removed. 

“Why not stop the extension of Com- 
monwealth avenue at the reservoir 
gate?” asked the venerable lawyer. *‘I 
do not think it was ever intended to cut 
through those grounds. 

In summing up, Mr. Thomas said that 
he understood his opinion was of little 
value on engineering projects, but still 
he could perceive to his own satisfaction 
how the line of extension could be so 
changed as to leave his home on South 
street. If he could see whore Bostou’s 
citizens were to derive great benefit from 
the new boulevard be would be sileut, 
but be could see nothing in the scheme 
for Boston, but everying for Newton and 
the boulevard syndicate. 

A. D. S. Bell of Newton spoke in favor 
of the plan. He said that future genera- 
tion would indorse the plan of the street 
commissioners. He referred to the 
beauty of the country through aud about 
Brighton and Newton. 

‘ Should not the citizens of Brighton 
bo grafted ns much as the citizens iu the 
vicinity of R »xbury, through which sec- 
tiou you are to construct flue avenues?” 
he asked. 

He lai 1 particular stress upon the fact 
that the avenue would be universally 
utilized as a driveway by the residents ot 
Newton and Boston. In closing he said 
that the boulevard committee would sur- 
render certain lands near tbe boundary to 
Boston free of charge. 

Albert Geiger spoke briefly iu favor of 
tbe plan. 

William H. Swift also objected. He 
insisted that Boston was expending too 
much money for the purpose of building 
avenues into other towns and cities, aud 
thereby iutluencing her owu citizens to 
become resideuts of suoh outside citves 
and towns, theioby losing taxes, the 
benefit of cert tin good society aud much 
iu political iollueuce. 

Dr. Ira L. Moore announced that be 
had not a cent of interest in the land 
through which the avenue is to run, but 
as a citizen, recognizing that Boston 
would be heuefltted by the constructiou 
of hueb an avenue, he was present to 
advocate it. He stated that in IS.*)?, 
while a member of the Legislature, he 
had been called tbe “Father of tbe Back 
Bay.” because he had advocated that the 
city of Boston purchase the land iu the 
Back Bav seotiou. and he had at that 
time predicted that the city would bn the 
gainer to the amount of $il0,0')0,000. 
How nearly ouriecc be was cuuhl be 
realized by a glance at the statistics 
which showed that Boston had realized 
$400,000 mt»re than ho had predicted. 

He would predict iu)w that if the ex- 
tension of Commonwealth avenue is 
carried on, Boston will bo the gainer by 
many thousauds of dollars, beside having 
within lier borders an ayeuue 7 12 miles 
loug, whlcli will, undoubtedly,' devehip 
into a thoroughfare grander thau any iu 
this country, if uot in tbe world. 

Joun llaskell Butler, represenliug the 
Munioe estare, said that his piesuuue was 
due to rbe fact that his clients did not 
wish to allow the cominissioueis or the 
public to construe their sileuce us being 
favorable to the plan. He was not going 
to advocate or oppose tlio project. Ho 
simply wanted testate that if the plau is 
curried out as at present propt>Hed, the 
oomtnissiouerH will be taking 07.U0U feet 
of his clients’ land aud injure what re- 
mains. 

Kx-AIderman Morton aud Daniel Good- 
enough, who have their residences on 
Chestnut Hill aveuuu, opposed the plan, 
because it would seriously impair the 
value ot their homes, and the situ also. 
At present their property flouts the 
reservoir grounds, and under thu uew 
plau tUeru will be an opportunity far 
property owners to erect houses ou the 
uew thorouuhfaro which will have their 
roars immediately in front of their 
(.Mortou’s and Goodonougb’s) property, 
thereby virtually ruining it. 

CUairmau Dote replied to these gentle- 
men, saying that where public necessity 
aud oouvouience requiro the fulflllmeut 
of the project, the wishes of piivate 
uwuers must bo disregarded if thoy oau- 


Dot give better than personal reasons. 

Mr. Morton replied that be could not 
see where public necessity and conven- 
ience did require the plan as outlined 
and entered bis protest against the plan.

HIGHER VALUES OF tT I IZENSHIP. 


REV. JOHN R. TUTTLE’S TOPIC AT THE 
MKETINO OF TH « CONOIIEO ATION AL 
CLUB. 


The regular meeting of the Congrega- 
tional Club was held Monday evening in 
tbe Second churcli. West Newton. A 
committee was appointed to nominate 
officers for the eusuing year and report 
in print at the next meeting. Tbe re- 
port of tbe outlook committee was pre- 
sented by Mr. Reuel W. Waters, giving 
tbe number of Cungregiitional churches 
in Newton and membership of each, and 
showing tbe changes made between ’84 
aud ’U4. He suggested the appointing of 
a committee to prepare a short history on 
Congregationalism, suitable for use in 
connection with the Sunday school work. 
At tbe close of the busiuess meeting, 
supper was served iu tbe obapel. 

The address of tbe evening was de- 
livered in tbe auditorium by Rev. John 
£. Tuttle, D. D., of Amherst College. 
Histopio was “Higher Values of Citizeo- 
sbip.” He commenced by referring to 
the time of the religious movement of 
tbe Pilgrims in Euglaud aud their subse- 
quent travel to Holland and of the neces- 
sity later of leaving that place to And a 
new home iu a new country. They land- 
ed on these shores, said tbe speaker, 
knowing that savages surrounded them, 
but meeting that trouble with tbe same 
heroism with which they met the want 
and sickness which soon assailed their 
little baud. The meu of today depreci- 
ate the Pilgrims. It is disloyal to tbe 
men who dared to stand on the shore of 
a uew world, planning even in those first 
days for tbe broad, liberal education of 
their children. Tbe Puriran was a rarely 
intelligent man who grasped tbe needs 
of the times with great sagacity. He 
saw tbe necessity of combining religion 
with the civil government. All reforms, 
continued the speaker, are caused by 
religion. It is sometimes said that the 
movement of the abolitionists was not 
started from religious causes, but the 
meu who were the most deeply interest- 
ed were deeply religious characters. At 
the present time a spectacle is presented 
more encouraging than ever before iu 
the history of the country. We have 
had one remarkable instance of heroism 
within the past year. It was that of a 
man who stood alone without help from 
church or press, a mau who dared alone 
to attack the frauds in the government. 

Chrisc made the church the source of 
moral reform, and although there are 
other agencies, the church must be tbe 
maiu source. If we are to win the ad- 
miration and love of meu who disbelieve 
we must go outside the church and over- 
come tbe gigriutic evils surrounding us. 
Unless the church is to die it must apply 
the principles of religion to civil life. 
We must fly to the frout and save men. 
The prophets stand out in their day .'is 
patriots loyal to country and Christ. If 
we are to be true to Christ we must 
faithfully and praverfuUy discharge the 
duties of citizenship which meets us. 
There was a visiou in ancieut Scottisli 
history of the purity, loyalty and glory 
of a country ruled in ligbteousuess and 
peace. A visiou which the Puritan may 
liave had before him in those early 
diiys. To have our laud ruled by the law 
of God, lot every class carry religion into 
the civil life. 

It was expectei that President Merrill 
E. Gates of Amherst would address the 
club, but on account of sickness he was 
unable to be present.

OPPOSITION OF COURSE. 

There is opposition from some of the 
property owners between the Newton 
Boulevard line and Commonwealth 
avenue, who profess to dislike the plan 
of connecting the two, but this is only 
what might have been expected. Prop- 
pt ity owners wno want damages always 
oppose an improvemeut, even if as in 
this case it will largely iocrease the value 
of their property. 

Commonwealth avenue now ends at 
the Reservoir gate and is a quiet and 
but little used street, as it goes nowhere 
in particular, and Beacon Street Boule- 
vard is a much more direct line for those 
going to or from Boston. But connect 
it with the Newton Boulevard, and it 
will have some excuse for being and 
bring some return for all the money that 
has been expended upon it. 

The distance between the two is about 
a mile, with South street as the connect- 
ing link, a narrow street which passes 
through unimproved region, with 
a few old-fashioned farm houses upon it. 
The land Is not now especially valuable, 
but if there was a wide boulevard run- 
ning through it, many desirable build- 
ing sites would be opened up, as the land 
is most of it elevated and commands 
beauliful views. 

At the bearing before the Boston Street 
Commissioners, reported elsewhere, 
some of the owners of the farms ap- 
peared to remonstrate, and had a good 
deal to say in criticism of the Newton 
boulevard syndicate, saying that the 
whole thing was a land speculation for 
the benefit of the syndicate, but they 
omitted to add that it was fortbe benefit 
of Newton as well, and that the building 
of the connecting link between the two 
boulevard.s would change farming land 
to desirable building land and add a large 
amount to Boston’s valuation. 

Air. A. D. b. Bill, who spoke for the 
improvement, culled attention to the fact 
that although Boston had spentagreit 
deal of money for Rixbury ami other 
a ctions, in widening streets, it had done 
little or nothing for the Biigliton dis- 
tiict, in whicli this land is located, 
and spoke of the great advantage to the 
abuttors in having such a boulevard ouu- 
structed, as has been shown both in 
Newton and Bruoklinat 

The remonstrants should not be taken 
too seriously, as they desire to have 
their cases considered in the awarding of 
-damages, and would probably be griev- 
ously disonpainted if the scheme did nut 
go through. 

board~o'i^^Fublic works. 

The movement in favor of a board of 
public works is one that will be endorsed 
by the closer students of city affairs, as 
one that is calculated to be of great bene- 
fit to the city, and there is a growing 
need for some such board every year. 
City busiuoas has gruwu to such an ex- 
tent that it is now a heavy tix on the 
members of the citv council and requires 
an amount of time that very few men 
can afford to give without compensa- 
tion. 

The alternative is to pay sularies to 
the members of the city council, which 
Newton is not yet prepared to do. It 
is, however, an imposition to ask so 
much of the aldermen, for iiistaiiue, as 
has been ask- d the past few years, with- 
out giving them a cent of cunipeusaiiou. 

The reasons for this addition to the 
city government were quite fully set 
forth by Alderman Botbfeld and others, 
Aluuday night, and the text of the bill 
which is given on another page will le- 
ceive careful scrutiny. A rather careful 
reading secrns to show tliat the act is 
carefully guarded, and the re-itiictioiis 
are suoti that the City Couaoil has per- 
fect control of the board, and can limit 
it in any direction tbai stieiiiH desirable. 

The act that was sought to be passed 
under .Mayor Burr’s udiiiidistratiuu was 
s»veiely criMcized at the time, but the 
time bad not come wlieu the necessity of 
feuch a bo ird w.is evident to all, so that 
the matter was allowed t<i lie over. Thu 
faults of that bill, or those which were 
considered such, have been avuided in 
the pruseiit one, and the whole ground 
Seems to have been carefully gone ovei. 
wiib the object of removing evoiyihiiig 
to wbicli obj-'Clioii oouhl be made 'I'tie 
board is to derive its poaer fioiii tiie 
(’ity Council, w hich can incieasn 01 an 
mil the p I wui' givon .ii any liiu ^ and the 
ulectioii of o i-i of the tbreo iii-iiibeis 
everv year will 'end to keep thoni in 
touch with public seutimuut. Tiiu uny 
iJ:) ids som « such hoa'd for the gieater 
(fficiuuoy of the public woiks, and it 
would seem to btf likely to cause greater 


economy in pnhiio expenditures ns well 
as greater efllcienoy in all the city de- 
partments. 

The state highway commissioners pro 
pose to ask for a round million of dol- 
lars from the next legislature, to spend 
in making state roads, and they also say 
that while they only spent $:1(X).(X)0 last 
years on about 30 jobi, which are about 
half completed, they have 104 petitions 
on file, representing some HOO miles of 
roads, which will call for at least 000,- 
(XX). There is nothing small about the 
commission, and doubtless they could 
expend all of the state’s revenues, with- 
out satisfying the demands of the w’heel- 
men, from whom all this agitation for 
“good roads’’ stnited, and for whose 
benefit the wotk U ohleHy done, but the 
commission should have more care, or 
they will knock the whole movement in 
the bead. The people would not think a 
few thousand worth kicking against, but 
when the demands mount up into the 
millions, they may decide that things are 
good enough as they are on the roads of 
the state, and that the expense of oaring 
for them bad belter be left to the towns, 
as before bicycles were invented. It 
would bo a great deal wiser to keep the 
work within reasonable bounds, than to 
try get too much at once out of the pock- 
ets of the tax- payers. 


The decision in the great Boll Tele- 
phone ease is in favor of the people and 
the Berliner patents are declared void, 
in accordance with the facts of the case. 
It is a victory for the government, and it 
was clearly shown that the Berliner 
patents were delayed unnecessarily in 
the patent office, through the efforts of 
the Bell Telephone Company, in order 
to secure a longer life to their monopoly, 
and the judge ruled that tbisoonstitutea 
a fraud on the public. The rejoicing 
over this decision will be tempered by 
the fact that the Bell Company will ap- 
peal the case and carry it through the 
higher courts, in order to retain their 
monopoly as long as possible, and get as 
much money as they can out of the 
public* With all the money at their 
command, they may be able to prolong 
the fight till the patents would have ex- 
pired, as our courts are not remarkable 
for their celerity in such cases. The 
case was argued last June and it took 
six months for the judge to render his 
decision. 


We were told that it would be very un- 
popular to say anything against making 
a boulevard out of Washington street 
and taking all the land between the 
street and the railroad, but judging from 
the great number of taxpayers who have 
called to express their approval of the 
“common sense’’ position taken by the 
Graphic, as they call it, the great 
majority of people oppose spending 
money in widening the street more than 
is necessary to make it safe for teams 
and give room tor a double track for the 
street railway. As one of the callers put 
it with more force than elegance, “you 
can’t make a silver whistle out of a pig’s 
tail.’’

There 
dues nut seem to be anything the matter 
with such a generously wur^d franchise 
as that.

time with the crowds in Boston, the past 
week, and have lost a good deal of time 
and temper. Those are mu;h wiser who 
patronize the home stores, as they have 
plenty ut time to make tneir selections 
and can secure quite as attractive things, 
as the Newton stores have an unusually 
Hue stuck this year.

She is a widow living 
all by herself, keeping her little shop, 
and gaining from it a very meagre living.

Relative to the arrangements, a list of 
eighty-six representative men, one for 
each year of Dr. Smith’s life, has been 
prepared as a general committee of re- 
ception, and many of the distinguished 
gentlemen have already agreed to serve. 
Sub-committees, as necessary, are to be 
provided for. 

Governor Greenhalge has consented to 
act as chairman at the meeting, provid- 
ing tbe date does not conflict with his 
engagements. Dr. Smith himself has 
personally assented to tbe proposition. 

The program will be patriotic in its 
character throughout, the hymn “Amer- 
ica” being tbe predominant feature. 

Addresses will undoubtedly be made 
by Governor Greenhalge, who will also 
be requested to introduce Dr. Snalth to 
the great audience that will assemble la 
Mechanics’ Hall, and by several of the 
ex-Governors of the Commonwealth, as 
well as other leading orators. 

Correspondence is in progress to secure 
the most famous brass band of the coun- 
try, the Marine Baud of Washington. It 
is proposed that this superb organization 
will open and close the program with 
“America;” that it will intersperse the 
singing with “Hail Columbia,” “Star 
Spangled Banner,” “Yankee Doodle” 
and other favorite airs. 

It is proposed to have “America” sung 
in several ways by a leading soprauo, by 
a leading quartet, by the Harvard Glee 
Club, by a singing society, possibly tho 
Cecilia, and by the audience at the close. 
It may also be rendered by a chorus ot 
the school children. 

It is the general opinion of those inter- 
ested that a program of this character 
should uet several thousand dollars, acn 
provide for a most substantial testimo- 
nial. 

The date will be decided as soon as 
possible, but at present it hHrdl 7 seems 
feasible to hold it before the middle of 
January. 

A committee to take charge of the ar- 
rangements of the testimonial was or- 
ganized in Faneuil Hall Tuesday. 

Mr. Curtis Guild was chairman. As 
an American, he said, with a patriotic 
regard fur the national songs of the 
country and as a warm admirer of Dr. 
Smith, he would do all in his power to 
make the testimonial a success; he 
thought it should not be of merely a 
local character, hut a national affair in 
which Americans everywhere could tako 
ati interest. 

Mr. William Reid gave an account of 
the origin and growth of the movement, 
and Gen. Henry B. Carrington of the 
regular army spoke strongly iu favor of 
the idea. 

“Quito recently,” said tbe latter, ‘ I 
divided an afternoon between throe of 
our most distinguished men — Winthrop. 
Holmes and Dr. Smith. Two of them 
have passed away, and it is but fitting 
that we should honor this one remaiuiug 
member of a group of groat meu, uow 
ueariug tho eud of his days. 

“Dr. Smith’s hymn,” he said, “had 
been sung wherever Americans could be 
found, it had a place distinctly apart 
from all other of the nation's songs.” 

Capt. Naihiu Appleton referred to tho 
fact that during the war Dr. Smith had j 
written a hymn called “Harvard’s Dead,” i 
and ho suggested that Harvard he le- 
quested to send a committee to combine 
with others that might bo appointed to 
carry on the testimonial. 

Mr. E. A. Grozier outlined a program 
for the testimonial, and suggested that a 
committee ho appointed that would per- 
form the work necessary to make it a 
success. 

Geii. Carrington then came forward 
with a suggestion which was received 
withagreit deal of favor. It was that 
uu tbe day the testimonial was given, at 
noon, ttie school children iu all parts of 
the Uuited States sing “America.” He 
thought that there would he very little 
diltioulty iu making arraugements to 
have that done. 

The testimonial nroje.'t was endorsed 
by Messrs. Dutiiek Ilona hoe, R. C. iluni- 
phreys of tho Boston school hoard, Rev. 
l)r. Lansing and others present. 

Messrs. Curtis Guild, Nathan Apple- 
ton. R. C. iluiuphreys, E. A. Grozier, 
Patrick Doiiutioe, (ten. Carrington uiul 
Dr. Linsing were appointed a committee 
to confer with tho gentlemen who have 
already indorsed the proposition aud of 
which (tov. Greeuhalgo is at tlie heati. 
They will establish hHa<itiuai tors and 
begin to make arruugemouts tar the testi- 
monial.

Tho school board mot Wednesday 
pvonine in the old (Martin bnildiDR, Mayor 
Fenno in the chair. Mnyi*r-clect Both* 
feld was piesoiit. 

First in the order of business came 
the rpp«»rt of the superinlenilent of 
schools. The document was received. 

It started olT by notinjt brielly tho occur 
Fences of the past year. The marked 
contrast between MU and ’OM. the super- 
intendent said, was at once suRpested. 

In the latter year, he continued, four im- 
portant measures were inauRurated, 
These were the establishiiic of kiiider- 
Rartens; the addition of alRebra to the 
mathematics previously prescribed for 
Rrammar schools; the offering of Latin 
as an elective to pupils of grades 7. 8 and 
0, and tho attempt to study uature in all 
of the primaiy and grammar classes. 

No important undertakings of such or 
similar charact.-r have been undertaken 
this year. Time has been occupied in 
carryingforwaid the measures referred to. 

It does uot follow that less pt ogress has 
been made. While especial prominence 
may be oiven to 189.7, because of these 
things, it is my opinion that equal pro- 
ress has been made iu 1894, although a 
SH eventful year. 

The amount asked for as the sum total 
of the appropriation for the school de- 
partment expenditures of 1894 was cut 
down about $4(XX). The board has beeu 
handicapped on accouut of lack of funds. 
As a result, it has only been possible to 
add ID) kindertft ten. During the last 
third of the preseut year, tue schools 
have suffered because of the lack of 
sufficient money to supply their reason- 
able needs. 

It is worth noting that during 1894, the 
new Hyde schoolhouse has been com- 
pleted and is now occupied. It is an ad- 
vance on all previous structures erected 
for school purposes in this city. 

It will be remembered that on May 3 
last, the board recommended the erec- 
tion of an 8 room building iu the Newton* 
ville district. The plans tor it have been 
completed and the bids for its construc- 
tion are now in the hands of the archi- 
tects. 

Ou March 7, the board Ireoommeoded 
the erection of a 12 room schoolhouse 
(with hall) in the West Newton district 
With the lapse of time, the need of that 
building becomes more imperative and it 
is to be regretted that during the inter- 
vening nine mouths so little progress 
has been made toward providing for that 
need. 

The resignation of Miss Curtis, bead 
kiudergartner, was a matter of much re- 
gret, but the choice of her successor has 
been a most fortunate one and a threat- 
ened disaster happily averted. 

In closing this report, said the super- 
intendent, let me express my apprecia- 
tion of the generous meusuie of confi- 
dence which for thiee years I have been 
honored by this board. Such treatment 
is an inspiration to any man to be worthy 
ol the coitfideuce so geueronsty bestowed. 
To it, and the coidial spirit of good will 
wbicb has characterized all deltbei- 
ations of the boar.1, wo must largely at 
tiibute wliaiever good has beeu accom- 
plished. 

Following tho superintendent’) report, 
an order uffeied bv .Mr, Bond, was 
adopted iraiisferring from the gen- 
eral to the incidental appropnatiuii and 
iroiii (he api»r >pruiiou for convoj- 
(ince of pupils to that of incidentals. 

Ml. Mas. Ill for liie committee on rules 
and rt'gulaiion.s piesenled a substitute 
ameuimeut to Sect. 4, Chapter 4, relating 
to the pay of substitute teachers. The 
original auieudmeul was olleied by Mr. 
Ober whose objec. was to defiuitely fix 
the c impensation of substitu'e teachers 
aud to pr .vide lor a moie equitable ad- 
justmeut of reiiuiueratioii iu cases where 
places of rigul ii' masieis or a^8istant 
teachers were filled duriug leave of ab- 
sence. 

Mr. Mason said that the substitute of- 
fered folio a od the rule in force iu the 
Boston school board. It provides for a 
stipulated sum per sesoion for substi- 
tutes. .\fter four weeks, the sum paid 
per sessiou miy be iucreased upon the 
recomnieudation of Hie district commit- 
tee. The old rule was rather vague and 
it was thought best, Mr. Mason said, to 
establish one that would be followed iu 
the ua'ural course of events.

“America” for the Pope. 

A recent dispatch in a New Haven 
paper stated that the ’’original autograph 
copy of the American national hymn. 
‘My Country, ’Tis of Thee,’ written in 
1832 by the Rev. Samuel Francis Smith, 
i) uow en route to Rome, and by New 
Year’s Day will rest in the famous Vati- 
can library as a gift to tbe Pope from 
the American people, through the instru- 
mentality of David Pell Secor of Bridge- 
port and the Rev. William Maher. D. D., 
of Milford.” The copy, tho dispatch 
continues, “has been iu Mr. Secor’s pos- 
sessiou for years, having beeu presented 
to him by Mr. Smith, the author. Tbe 
Rev. Dr. Maher, while visiting Mr. Secor 
last apriug, was shown tbe manuscript 
and he suggested that it would be a 
grand thing to send to tbe Vatican 
library, where so many valuable curios 
are stored, as a present from the Ameri- 
can people to tbe Pope. It was some 
time before all the negotiations, through 
Mgr. Satolli, were completed, but on 
Dec. 8 the valuable piece of manuscript 
was sent on its way to Rome, together 
with a sketch of the life of the author of 
“America.” 

Rev. Dr. Smith said the above was the 
first intimation he had received that a 
copy of his poem was to be sent to the 
Pope, although he was awaie that Mr. 
Secor had several copies for such pur- 
poses. “It is not the original copy, 
written on a sera]) of paper,” said Mr. 
Smith, “but one of several copies I gave 
Mr. Secor to send to the heads of foreign 
nations. Coutinuiug, he said: “During 
tho progress of the World’s Fair at 
Chicago, Mr. Secor. with whom I have 
been tamiliarly acquainted for several 
years, conceived tbe idea of sending 
copies of my hymn lo foreign countries, 
and in accordance with his request, I 
have written copies which have beeu 
handsomely framed aud sent to the 
Emperor of Japan and tbe governing 
powers of Spain, Denmark, Dalji aud 
Gei many, and it is proposed to send a 
copy to Queen Victoria. 

“A few weeks since I received a re- 
quest from Mr. Secor for autograph 
copies ot tbe poem, but I did uot know 
f-xactiy what be intended to do with 
them. Regarding the statement that the 
national hymn be a present from the 
American people, that is ail moonshine. 
The Americiu people have nothing what- 
ever to do with it; it is a private act of 
my friend in Bridgopoii. I have no ob- 
jection to the poem being sent to the 
Pope for the purpose of placing it in too 
Vatican Library, and hope it will open 
the eyes of the people of tbeCitlioliu 
countries and put the spirit of patriotism 
into tbe heart of the oppressed nacious 
of Europe. 

“My production has already beeu 
translated into Italian, and 1 heard it 
sung in Italy when I was there a few 
years ago. The autograph copies that 1 
gave to .Mr. Secor were giv*-n before the 
preseut agitation in the napcis regarding 
a testimonial to myself.”

DUNHAK MYSTERY SOLYKIL 

OKOIIOR W. IIOIIAIIT TIIK MAN WHO

The final chapter in tho Dunbar mys- 
tery, which has been tho principal topic 
of conversation for nearly a week, was 
closed Saturday morning. 

(4eoige W. Iloharf, who was arrested 
last Friday evening by Chief Rioliardson. 
charged with threatening bodily harm 
to Mrs. Dunbar of Hillside avenue, and 
with violating tho city ordinance forbid- 
ding tho discharging of fire arms in tho 
public street, was committed to Westboro 
by Judge Keuoedy. 

He was examined by Drs. Curtis and 
Thayer, who decided that his mind was 
unbalanced from the use of an opiate, 
and that he was in a dangerous condi- 
tion. 

Previous to bis examination ho con- 
fessed that he was responsible for the 
series of outrages which have been di- 
rected against the Dunbar household for 
several weeks. 

Ho claimed to be Mrs. Dunbar’s 
nephew, and said that his acts wore 
prompted by a desire for revenge. 

Hobart was interviewed at police 
headquarters just before his removal to 
the asylum. 

He was neatly attired, had on his 
overcoat and hut, an({ was smoking a 
cigarette. Not over 25 years of age, be 
would pass ou tbe street anywhere as a 
perfectly sano young man, if you did not 
stop to sciutinize him carefully, or en- 
gage him in ounversatioo. 

C^uesMoned, he stated that he lived in 
Boston, but would nut give the street 
and number, as be did nut wish to have 
his wile bothered by reporters. 

He admitted he hud a hand in the 
sending of servant girls and coachmen to 
the residence of Mrs. Dunbar, but very 
shrewdly denied that he fired a shot 
Monday of last week. His tongue was 
thick as he tried to talk, and there was 
a sort ot vacant look in Ins eyes as he 
tried to think of thie past. 

Hobart was born of wealthy parents in 
the city of San Francisco about a quarter 
of a century ago. The chief of polioe 
says Mrs. Duubar has not seen him since 
he was 8 years of ago — some 10 years ago. 
Out on the Pacific coast he nuduubtedly 
learued to drink an opium compound. 
As a matter of fact, he had a little bottle ’ 
in his possession at tbe time of his arrest 
from which he had just taken a dose. 
In Frisco he was employed for a time as 
a painter by the departmeiiri of harbors, 
but be has been idle since be came east. 
Less than three months ago Hobart, who 
is married, started with bis young wife 
for New York. Stopping there but a 
few days, they came on lo Boston, and in 
Boston they have lived ever since, Mrs. 
Hobart seeking employment aud securing 
it. 

Revenge for some fancied wrong began 
to be the uppermost thought iu tbe mind 
of the insane man. ’Twastheiihe began 
to concoct the schemes of auuoyauce aud 
vandalism. About three w< eks ago tbe 
advertisements began to appear in i4ie 
Boston papers calling for servants and 
coachmen at the residence of Mrs. Dun- 
bar. Ttie servants and coachmen respond 
ed in batches and battalions. They came 
from all quarters expecting to secure 
lucrative jobs. They were, of course,* dis- 
appointed. Tbe huckmen about the 
depot were kept busy directing strangers 
to the house on Hillside avenue after tbe 
arrival of each train. I>ater the plum- 
bers came in hordes, plumbers enough to 
plumb every house in West Newton. 

'i'liey s lid some persons liad entered 
their shops and left orders to have good 
workmen immediately dispatched to tho 
scene of action. Nut one of them was 
wanted. 

Superintendent Eldridge of the Boston 
police department got an aunnymouH 
communication, declaiing that tlie hovise 
in West Newton had been saturated with 
kerost ne oil. and would be set on fire. 

Tlie insane man denies tho shooting, 
but there were witnesses who could liave 
been (iiir, on i'he stand iu court if it bad 
been necessary. 

He kept thing'* a moving to the very 
time of his arnst, for even Saturday aii- 
otiier plumber dru])ped off the train 
looking f.ir a leak. Peace now reigns in 
tlie community. 

Mrs. Hobart came to see her husband 
after the arrest. She had never noticed 
that he bad acteri strangely, but the fact, 
is that she liad not seen much of him of 
late, lie rerurning liorno at 10 p. m. or 
there abouts, aud sitting up to read until 
after midnight.

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RENTORING THE FLAGS. 


SACnRT) MRMKNTOKrt OF TIIR WAR I’EACRH 
IN TIIR CAPITOL. 


The reetorAtion of the battle fl irr of 
the 7th, ir»th, l»th, 2nd and 68tli torI- 
ments to the custody of the state, which 
occurred in Doric hall iu the Stale House 
Saturday, was very impressive. The 
raRRed mementoes of the war wore held 
in the hands of men who were closely 
associated with them, perhaps who 
actually bore them in the bloody days of 
the rebellion, and their comrades stood 
around them in much diminished num- 
bers to share the procnediiiRs. There 
was an occasional touch of the ludicrous, 
just ns often happens with the trnRio. 
One of these wuh in connection with the 
surrender of the fi.»R of the 10th into 
rebel hands. The color-bearer was 
present today and the story, as related In 
the words of his commander, was tliat 
the man was swooped down upon by a 
oharRinR crowd of rebels, after his own 
reRiinent had broken and he was a hope- 
less prisoner, while he was in a rifle pit. 
With clubbed musket over his bead the 
advancinR rebel shouted: ‘‘rou damned 
Yankee, Rive mo that lltiR.” The bearer 
was Michael Scannell, a full-blooded 
Irishman, and his cool answer was: 
'T’ve been over in this country 20 years 
and this is the first time I’ve been called 
a Yankee. Take the fiaR for the com- 
pliment.'’ A plafform was built today 
for the exercises. StirReant-ut-Arms 
Adams conducted the ceremonies. Lieut- 
Oov. Wolcott was escorted to the place 
by Capt. John P. Reynolds, who is secre- 
tary of the association which has had 
this matter in charRe. The captain was 
adjutant of the 10th reRiment, and was 
twice wounded iu the war, while tho 
reRiment captured five stands of colors 
for tho one which it lost and had a rare 
record of Rallant service. Capt. Adams 
presented representatives ,of tho roRi- 
meuis in their numerical order and they 
told briefly the story of their capture. 
Each regiment had one tl<iR. except the 
5Stb, which had two, the uational and 
stale flaRS. Tho men who spoke were 
Comrade .fames E. Seaver for the 7th, 
Capt, William A. Hill for the 19th, 
representinR Lieut Col. M. Dunn, who 
was preseut, but t >o feeble to speak 
in public. Capt. Thomas J. Hastings 
of Worcester for the 15th, Comrade 
Tristan Griffin for the 23d and Capt. 
William E. Mason for the 58tb. Lieut- 
Gov. Wolcott responded, and in a touch 
of true eloquence and feeling accepted 
the trust iu behalf of the state. He has 
always had a tender side for the soldiers, 
as he said privately afterward, because 
bis only brother was killed in the war. 
Congressman Cogswell sent a letter 
thanking the association for inviting 
him, but saying that his ill-health would 
not permit him to be present. 


YOUNG WOMEN ANNOYED. 


AN UNKNOWN PEEPS INTO TIIEIU SLEEP- 
ING APARTMENTS— ONE GIRL GETS A 
GOOD LOOK AT HIM AND FURNISHES HIS 
DESCRIPTION TO THE POLICE— FELLOW 
EXTREMELY WARY AFTER THE AU- 
THORITIES COMMENCED TO 1NVE8TI 
GATE. 


Some apparently worthless scamp has 
been annoying a school teacher and 
several young women living on or near 
Walker street in NewKmville. 

Among those bothered and frightened 
by the fellow was Miss Rogers, who re- 
sides with her mother on Walker street. 
The house is arranged fur two families, 
and the apartments of the Rogers family 
are on the first fiuor. A short time age 
Miss Rogers was entertaining a young 
woman from Hyde Park.

It was 
deemed inadvisable to make an arrest 
but to wait a while iu ibe hope that the 
fellow may be caught at his tricks. 

Ho goes about nights, peeping into 
rooms, tapping on windows and scaring 
the wits out of m iny of those whose at- 
tention he seems particularly desirous of 
attracting. His tupping has been one of 
the oouasioual features of his peculiar 
visitatious. As a rule, he has oouteiited 
himself with st.Hing into rooms, sleep- 
ing apartments evidently preferred.

Political Atiil OtherniHe. 

If there in anything strangely or 
wlerdly fascinating in executive meet- 
ings of the city council, its present mem 
bers are certainly in a position to fnrnisb 
the public with all tbe interesting de- 
tails. There has been an executive ses- 
sion during the past year at every hand’s 
turn and so popular has the “private 
confab” become that tbe common coun- 
cil has oven taken it up, possibly with 
the idea of assisting in making it a per- 
manent institution. The latter body 
went into executive session a few iiighrH 
ago to discuss the Killian claim. It will 
furnish a precedent, presumably, for 
more frequent secret mootings in tbe 
future. It’s a new fid, but one not 
destined to bo popular. Under tho dry 
charter, the provisions for oxecutive ses- 
sions are clearly defined. Those pro- 
visions are, however, utterly disregarded 
and it has been tho custom for some time 
now to invite tho newspaper men to got 
out when it was deemed best to keep 
certain information from tho public. It 
is perfectly safe to assort that in tha ma- 
joiity of these “on thetiead quiet” meet- 
ings, the reporters could. stay if insisting 
upon a correct interpretation of tho law. 
The representatives of tho nress are well 
aware that the executive session business 
has been vastly overdone and that on 
more than one occasion they have been 
excluded from takiog notes on matters 
that any private citizen b.id a perfect 
right to listen to. It is not a very im- 
portant matter, but it lias been rubbed 
into the press with such persistent fie- 
qu'ucy that really it is becoming very 
tiresome. 

A board of public works with an 
autocratic, life-salaried commission is 
not altogether a bad idea. The make-up 
of the board is tlie all important matter. 
It should never be made a grab for 
claramoring office seekers or an asvliim 
for political reward. It will be a difficult 
matter to pick out tlie men of tbe right 
sort of experience. It would b- sheer 
nonsense to follow out tbe idea of a 
previous city official and make commis- 
sioners of men whose ootisnicuous quali- 
fication may be summed up in ability, to 
draw a big salary. Like Barkis tboy 
were willing to take the job, provided it 
was for life and a guarantee furnished of 
a big, fat compensation. Another thing 
to avoid is that class of men “sufficient 
unto tberaselves,” mortals who have 
absorbed everything and who, conse- 
quently, have absolutely nothing to 
learn. Keep those sort of ebaupius on 
tho outside and the control of the com- 
mission inside certain lines, especially 
within the control of the city council, 
and it may be assumed that no obstacles 
will be put in its way.

1894, tho committee certainly has been 
an important one and active as well, it 
assumed, practically, Hie entire respou 
sibiiity of the management of the depart- 
ment. Will tbe committee of 1895 carry 
out the same policy? Tnere can banlly 
be a doubt of it. There will be no trim- 
ming for political purposes. Cuminiitee 
management so far us tbe police depart- 
ment is concerned is. however, geuei-ally 
a failure and chiefiy bt-causa tbe im- 
portant desideratum, rxperience. is rarely 
available. One ra-ay be exceedingly 
shrewd in business milters and yet 
possess the most meagre qualific itions 
for membership in the police committee. 
One proof is tbe present inadequate force 
and the extremely lural system of 
natrol. Its after the piCteru of 
ancients and not up to date nor fulflllin ; 
the needs of a city where there are suoti 
large property interests to ho oared for. 
A continuous system of patrol was an im- 
perative need lonu ago.

' “DucIieM of Dpvonalilrr'’ NtnryofaKMa 
Gl»-f»n For a Vot«* -Slmrpora and t’oiin- 
terfolt KtrlilngH. 

“Did yon ever hoar of the artistic 
gleptomaniac?” asked a well known 
dealer in etchings during an after lunch - 
8011 harmony a few days ago. "Well, 
there is such a person. The artistic klep- 
tomaniao is iiiHanely fond of vnluable 
art in the form of otohingsnr pnintingH. 
He steals through tho admiration and 
love of art. There are many famous in- 
Btancos where old and almost priceless 
masterpieces of the painter’s art have 
been taken by persons of this kind, and 
it is odd that in almost every instance 
fho stolen pieces of art could not b<i 
traced. 

“Tho most, famous artistic theft of 
modern days was the stealing of tho fig- 
ure of St. Anthony from tho celebrated 
picture by Murillo. Tho painting, which 
was on exhibition iu the cathedral at 
Seville, represented St Anthony sur- 
rounded by angels. One morning about 
seven years ago it was discovered that 
tho figure of St Anthony had been cut 
from tho canvas. 

“All Europe w’as notified of the theft, 
but tho police never fonnd the thief. 
About two years afterward a Spaniard 
from tho West Indies called in at tho 
establishment of Mr. Schans, tho well 
known picture dealer of this city. Tho 
Spaniard told Mr. Sohaus that ho would 
like to sell him an unsigned painting by 
Murillo. Mr. Schans, being a man of 
largo intelligence regarding works of 
the ma.sters, recognized immediately 
tho figure of St. Anthony cut from the 
painting in tho cathedral at Seville. 

“Tho man was seized, and Mr. Schans 
had tho honor of returning tho painting 
to Spain. 

“Tho theft of tho celebrated portr.ait 
of tho Dnehess of Devonshire, by Gains- 
borough, 15 years ago was doubtless tho 
work of an artistic kloptoninuiac, for 
tho picture can do the thief uo good but 
excite his admiration. Tho portrait was 
in tho possession of the Messrs. Agnew, 
tho picture dealers of London. It had 
been on exhibition, and tho Agnew gal- 
leries had been crowded. One morning 
the frame stood empty. Tho painting 
had been cut out, and no one knows to 
this day where G4ainsborough’s Duchess 
of Dnvonshiro i.s, 

“Some dishonest lover of art is gloat- 
ing over tlicjijictnro in private. Tho por- 
trait is valued at $50,000. 

“That painting by Gainsborough, be- 
sides being an artistic relic, is also his- 
toric, as the painting was made just 
wheu tho beautiful Dnehess of Devon- 
shire had been the means of turiiiug 
tho political tide of England. Pitt and 
Fox were rival candidates for parlia- 
meut. It was demonstrated that tho 
election w’ould bo narrowed down to the 
vote of an elderly fat butcher. Tbe 
butcher intended to vote for Pitt The 
Dnk'e of Devonshire tried every means, 
inolnding a bribe, to inflneuco tho fat 
butcher to vote for Fox, but the butcher 
was obdurate! Then the beautiful duch- 
ess said to him: 

“ ‘Is there anything I can do for yon 
if you will vote for Fox?’ 

“‘Yes,’ answered the butcher. ‘If 
you w’ill ki.ss ino, I will vote for Fox. ’ 

“Tho duchess kissed the fat butcher. 
Pox was elected, and the political com- 
plexion of England was changed. It is 
related that tho Duchess of Dovonsliiro 
told tho story to Gainsborough when she 
was posing for her pioturo. 

The collector of valuable etchings or 
eugi’avings must bo as constantly on tho 
alert for counterfeits as is the buuk 
cashier for forged checks or counterfeit 
bills or the jeweler for false diamonds. 
Some dealers have sulTerod heavy lo.sses 
because of their inability to distinguish 
between an original and a counterfeit 
etching or engraving. Cjiiick wit and a 
wide knowledge of tho history of etch- 
ings recently saved Frederick Keppel, 
tho art dealer of this city and Paris, 
nearly 1,000 marks in Berlin. Tho co’ 
lection of etchings of tlie late Baron Op- 
perman was sold at auction, and dealers 
from all over the world attended tho 
sale at Berlin. 

Mr. Keppel bought an impression of 
Remhramit’s Christ before Pilate, en- 
titled the “Great Ecco Homo,” ])aying 
1,400 marks, or $350, for the etching. 
Just after tho sale a well dressed gen- 
tleman said in French to Mr. Keppel: 

“Sir, I presume you axe a stranger in 
Berlin. I am a native of tlie city, and 
I am mortified to see you so badly cheat- 
ed today. 1 wish to make you all the 
restitution lean. You paid 1,400 inark.s 
for that etching. Tho price is fijr too 
high, hut to compensate you for yonr 
loss 1 will sell you a genuine etching 
tor 1,000 marks.” 

Mr. Keppel know his etching to he 
genuine. Mr. Keppel saw that the man 
I was playing a game of high comedy, 
hut he said he would like to see the 
! etching. When Mr. Kepiiel reviewed 
I the etching, ho s.aid: 
j “I will give you 5 murks for theelcli- 
ing. ” When the man found ho had het>n 
caught in his game, ho simply said: 

“Preiiez le, ” ami Mr. Kepix?l took tho 
counterfeit, which ho afterward gave to 
the purchaser of his genuine utehing. 
Tho counterfeit, which was made by 
Goloinon Havry, can only bo told from 
tho original by tho dilferenco in the 
drawing of ono of tho hands in the etch- 
iug. 

Tho only difforenoe between the orig- 
inal and the counterfeit of Albert Du- 
IMr’s oelohruted etching “Melancholia” 
is tho form of a ward ou ono of sevi ral 
keys hanging from a figure’s girdle. 
Though smaller than a pinhead, the 
flaw represents a ditt'eronoo in price of 
several huudred dollars. — Now York 
Bun.

A SANGUINE VIEW. 


There seems to be an impression in 
some quarters that if Wjxshiuctou street 
is only made wide enough, it will become 
as popular a location for fine resi- 
dences as the Beacon Boulevard in 
Brookline, aud that it will redeem the 
north side of the track and made it 
the court end of the city. At least 
this is the impression one gets from 
reading a letter on the subject, which 
appeared last week. We do not wish to 
interfere at all with such a very desira- 
ble consummation, or dispel such sang- 
uine dreams of the future of this section 
of Newton, but aside from the fact that 
the City Council have no intention of 
making the width over 85 feet, we might 
say that wide boulevards do not always 
save a section, as can be seen by the wide 
streets that have been laid out through 
what is known as the South End of Bos- 
ton. Notwithstanding that the streets 
with their parks in the centre were* 
wider and more beautifnl than anything 
in the Back Bay district, they were left 
stranded by the tide of fashion and con- 
sequently the value of property upon 
them decreased, yet these streets were 
not directly alongside a railroad, they 
had no factories or lumber yards to con- 
tend against, aud everything seemed to 
be in their favor. So much for the prob- 
able future of Washington street. As 
for the cost it is certainly not the part of 
wisdom for the city to burden it- 
self unnecessarily with debt, even if 
by distributing the payment over a 
term of years, no very great increase 
in the tas rate would follow. The 
trouble is that Newton’s absolute neces- 
sities are so great, and increase so 
rapidly with every year, that it is going 
to require the wisest kind of manage- 
ment to keep the rax rate down, aud there 
is no room for any little extravagances, 
if the Boston A Albany wanted the land 
for their change of the grade of the 
tracks and wculd pay the extra cost, no 
one would object to the taking of all the 
land. But lu take it without aud 
dednite arraogemeut with the company 
w •utd be very unhusiness like, any 
w »uld probably result iu the city’s being 
left with a good sized elephaut on its 
bauds. 


Tub movement against Clerk Mc- 
Laughlin of the House of Representa- 
tives is one ot those scandals connected 
with the spoils system which uisgrace 
our politics. Mr. McLaughliu has h «d 
soveuteeii years experience, thirteen as 
clerk and four as assistaut to George A. 
Marden. Every man who has been iu 
the legislature knows that be is a model 
official, aud that it would be difficult to 
trausacl the business of the bouse with- 
out him. A skilfully worded circular 
has been scut out, with the evident hope 
that it will catch enough of the green 
members to give the spoils seekers a ma- 
jority, and it is said that *be A. P. A. is 
really behind the movement, which 


legislature sit for six months out of 
every ye.ar, and think that such an inflic- 
tion every other year Is about all they 
are required to stand. Biennial sessions 
and elections would mean a great saving 
to the state, and other stales, which are 
hrger, and have greater pecuniary inter- 
ests than Massachusetts, find that they 
can get along very well with biennial 
sessions, and there is no reason why we 
cannot do the same. 

There are some indications of a con- 
test over both the presidency of the Com- 
mon Council and that of the hoard of 
aldermen. A number of the members 
f the lower braneh think they would 
like to see Councilman VVing presiding 
over the proceedings, instead of Council- 
man r.irker, and a little opposition 
would liven up matters and give some in- 
terest to the caucus. A little rivalry is 
good thing and iudicates a healthy 
state of public sentiment. In the Board 
of Aldermen there will bo only two old 
members, Messrs. Plummer and Hamil 
ton, four members of this year’s Com- 
mon Council, and one new man. It has 
been assumed that Alderman Plummer 
was sure of the honor of boiug president, 
which is always more or less of an empty 
honor, but of late there has been a 
good deal of talk of choosing Aldorman- 
eleot Degen. The office generally goes 
to the senior member, but there is no 
law to that effect and there may bo a 
lively time at this caucus also. 


The record for New Euglaud weather 
was broken on Monday. About sunrise 
the mercury stood at 10 above, and the 
day was clear and cold. At 10.30 p. ra. 
it was snowing furiously and an hour or 
two later it changed to a warm rain and 
Christm.is day was perfectly clear and 
the warmest of the season. Wednesday 
morning the mercury got down below 20 
again and Wednesday night about 9.30 
the severest snow storm of the winter be- 
gan, accompanied by a fierce northeast 
wind, but by morning the snow changed 
to ram and the wind got around south, 
making the streets almost impassible. 
Thursday uight it froze up again, with 
some prospect of staying so, but nothing 
is certain about our weather but its uu- 
certainty. 


The Waltham Free Press always feels 
oompeteDt to give advice on auy subject, 
municipal, state or national, applying its 
little Waltham foot-rule to the question, 
as for iustance, it says: Newton is con 
sideriug the question of a board of Pub- 
lic Works. It ia be»t to go slow in that 
direction. Waltham’s investigation of 
the subject last spring couvinced the 
Board of Aldermen that the city would 
be belter off without it. 


Mu. Albeut F. Noyes, formerly city 
engiueer of Newton, has been appointed

There is nothing that Sousa prides 
himself more on than boiug one of the 
strictest of di.soipliuariaus, and he was 
naturally nettled at tho general’s oriti- 
oism. 

“Why, general, ray men are under 
perfect control. I’ra sure they are thor- 
oughly drilled, and I can hardly believe 
that there is any lack of disoiplina I 
have never noticed it.”

However valuable aid Mr. Clay may 
have rendered his country at court 
w'hilo in Russia, his autobiographio 
memoirs are full of proofs that he was 
no more a trained diplomat than a 
trained military man.

I He was born and brought up in the 
midst of poverty aud comparative igno- 
rance. When, iu 1867, Nathaniel Haw- 
thorne visited the poet’s residence at 
Dumfries nud took notice of its filthy 
and malodorous snrrouudiugs, he won- 
dered that Gurus could have preserved 
bis marvelous genius in such an unsa- 
vory spot. The author of “The Scarlet 
Letter” was oven more horrified nt the 
wretched aspect of Burns’ farm at Moss- 
giel and could not compare tho habita- 
I tiou in which the Scottish bard passed 
i BO many of hi.s days to a pigsty. “It is 
I sad,” wrote Hawthorne, “to think of 
I anybody — not to say a poet, but any hu- 
man being — sleeping, eating, thinking, 

I praying and spending all his home life 
iu this miserable hovel. ” Ho praises the 
“heroic merit” of Gurus for being no 
worse man amid “the squalid hin- 
drances” that beset the poet’s moral and 
iutollectual dovelopnieut 
Huwtliorue was right. Low associa- 
tions, bad sanitary conditions aud tho 
companion Hiip of the vUo are all but 
fatal to human virtue. Burns was never 
utterly degraded. Ho was always, iu 
spite of hi.s failings, a true man, aud 
his passionate love for his fellow men 
outlived all his sufferiugs. 

His relations with Joan Armour, 
though they proved his frailty and hers, 
were houorablo to him in some respects, 
for ho left nothing undone to repair tho 
error of his youth. His iiitompcrauco 
was ratlier the effect of liis convivial 
disposition than of any vicious tciideu- 
oy. If lie sinned, ho paid the penalty, 
one might say, with his lifa His ca- 
reer terniinuted at 37, and, liaving re- 
gard to Ills eircuiustouces aud opportn- 
uitios, his record a.s a poet is uuparal- 
leled, for uo inau ever achieved so muoli 
as Burns with so little aid from the 
world aud With such terrible impodi- 
meuts iu his path. — Westminster Re- 
view.

A writer like David Christie Mur- 
ray, who has taken all life for tho field 
of his art as a novelist and draws upon 
Iho whole planet for his illustrations, 
must Jmvo had rich experiencoa in the 
domain which tho Psychical Investiga- 
tion tHxdrfy has chosen for its own. Bnt 
ho dors not twerload hi.a hooka with ma- 
I’fial of this kind, nor la hia conversa- 
tion much weighted with the bnrdon of 
things between heaven and earth that 
we (lo not usually dream of. And yet 
when prompted to do no he can apeak 
on these subjects not only with knowl- 
edge, bnt also with oloquenca Ho ia fit- 
ted to do this, first, by hia flno mental 
organization, for ho has been psychical- 
ly sensitive since boyhood, and next by 
tho mimy psychical experiencoa which 
have fallen to hia lot during a long, 
active and advonturona life, lived among 
many people and many parta of the 
world. Ho doo.a not, of course, believe 
iu tho aberrationa of "occultism,” but 
ho ia convinced that beneath the ordina- 
ry experioncca of life, perceptible to the 
aenses, th(»re exist spiritual phenomena 
which will repay investigation and 
whifh science is only now beginning to 
learn. 

Ono day recently Mr. Murray talked 
to a Boston Herald man on tho apecial 
subject of telepathy, aud after showing, 
from his own iiersoual experioncca how 
mind may act upon mind at a distance, 
independently of tho ordinary moans of 
intercommunication, he went on to say: 

“Hero is a case iu point. My oldest 
brother, who died in 1806, was at sea 
as midshipman on l>onrd a merchant 
VO 8 .S 0 I. Ho sailed under a drunken cap- 
tain, who behaved to him with horrible 
cruelty. Ho got the seeds of consump- 
tion on that voyaga W^hile he was at 
sea my mother was nursing her nncle, 
James Withers Alarsh, aud in tho very 
hour of hia death tho old man, who had 
been tenderly attached to my brother, 
aat up aud said aloud: ‘Let the lad 
alouc. Have you no bowels?’ My mother 
asked him what ho was thinking of, and 
ho cried, ‘That captain is ill treating 
poor Jack horribly. ’ 

“Tho first officer, a Air. Mundy, took 
command of the ship when Captain 
Gregory died in delirium tremens and 
was buried at tho Azores. Aluudy 
bronght my brother home, aud ho was 
told tho story of the old man’s dying 
words. Ho produced his own notebook 
and showed that on tho day of tho old 
man’s death ho had made an entry, be- 
cause ho intimded to indict the captain 
for his cruelty on their return to a prit- 
ish port. What is most singular is that 
when ho came to work out the differ- 
ence of latitude he found tho entry iu 
his private log and the time of tho old 
man’s words coincided to a moment. 
There aro thousands of such instances 
reported, and it seems to mo quite idle 
to dismiss them as mere coincicloncea. 
Coiuoideuco has a very long arm iudeed, 
e.^pocially iu drama and fiction. But I 
think it hardly roaches so far as that. 

“Not very long ago,” Air. Alurray 
resumed, “Iliad u very curious person ul 
experience. Two people had been dining 
with me — ono a very dear aud intimate 
personal friend, the other a comparative 
stranger. When they had loft mo, I dis- 
tinctly hcjud a personal conversation 
within my o\ 7 ix mind. I do not pretond 
that tho words would have been audible 
to anybody else. That would be uon- 
seuse. But 1 hoyd it within my mind 
aud recognized the voices of the two 
men. Tlu>y discussed my own olmructor 
and the action I had taken about a cer- 
tain matter at that time. Tho compara- 
tive stranger was critical and unfriend- 
ly, aud my old friend fought my cause 
with groat warmth. I questioned him 
afterward, and he assured mo that such 
a conversation had taken place as he 
and his coimvo had driven in tho car- 
riage to tho club from my house. ” 

Tho novelist was here asked whether 
ho had met with any ca.ses of the action 
of u (lead on u living mind. Ho replied, 
speaking in an impressive and reverent 
tone of voice: “I am profoundly convinc- 
ed, though I do not want to bo regarded 
as a madman, that after hi.s death my 
father assisted mo in my literary work. 
For a year or two I was profoundly con- 
scious of it, and 1 wroto as if I was ub 
solutoly under his eye, and with an as- 
surauco of his sympathy and aid that, 
however conveyed, was absolute. 

“I had ail allusion to this kind of iu- 
lluouco, ” Air. Alurray continued, 
my book, ‘Rniubow Gold. ’ There is a 
dialogue there with a great strong man 
who has committed some dreadful crime 
and is reiiunting of it. aud tho (ine-stiou 
hotwoou tho talkers is as to whether 
there is any knowledge of us on tho 
part of tho dead. And old Armstrong, a 
practical minded Scotchman, remarks 
that ho caniK'f conceive of tho souls of 
Burns and Shakespeare as spending their 
time in knocking devil knocks at the ta- 
bles of iKKidles like a pair of demented 
postmen. ‘But,’ says he. ‘you ('an fan 
oy tho spirit of a mother saying to the 
master seruph, “I havo been behaving 
pretty well of late, and I would like to 
go back to Castle Barfield and have ft 
look at tho lud I left behind mo,” aud 
tho master Bocapli says, “Go to tho poor 
creature, go!” And you feel her near 
you, and you say in tlio hlindnosa of 
your miud, “Nerves.” And you try to 
chase your poor old motlntr's soul away 
from you with a dococtiou of Boruviau 
bark. ’ ’ ’

Pakk Thkatkk — “A Black Sheep,” 
has proved an immense success aud no 
more delightful outertaiument for old 
aud youug folk could be desired tb.'iu 
this latest rollicking play by Charles H. 
Hoyt. One reason that Mr, Hoyt’s pro- 
ductions are so Buccesstul is that be gen- 
erally has bis artist in mind in building 
his characters.

Dnc of tlir* llanitsninrst Rooms In the raf»> 
Itol t mmI hy Him. 

Ill tlio wing of tlin capitol devoted tc 
the ni'ciLs of the senate two of tlio hnnd- 
lonie.-t rooms are set asido for the use 
of tlie pn sideiit and tlio vice prosidenl 
of the United States. ’The prosident't 
riKini ifl naturally put to very little use, 
while tiie vice presideiit’s ia rarely un- 
^ceupied. 

Til is room Is to lie fonnd nt the end 
Cf tlie senate loldiy. It Isa largo, sqnaro 
room, witii stnccocd coiling and tinted 
noils, furiiisliod with nn eern tinted 
carpet, several large ohnirs. two tables, 
ou office desk and a largo sofa. 

The fireplace — a huge, old fashioned 
affair for tlio burning of wood — with its 
hnnd.somo brass fonder and accompany- 
ing sliovol, tongs and poker, is shut in 
by a glass fire Hcroon. The retiring vice 
president is permitted to take with him 
us souvenirs the brass fire tools. 

Tliore is another bit of floor furniture 
in the room in the shape of a small safe, 
•fliieli i.s used as a repository for the 
ilectoral votes ns the sealed packages 
ennio from the varions states after each 
presidential election. Hero they must 
stay until wanted for counting by the 
house of representatives. During this 
time the safe is continually watched by 
two oflicers detailed from the capitol 
police force, and the combination on 
whicli the lock is sot is known only to 
the Vico president 

Among tho wall adornments is a 
painting of Gcorgo Washington by 
Rembrandt Poalo. There is a legend to 
tho elTect that when sitting for this por- 
trait in 1701) Wasliington stufTod cotton 
into his cheoks in lieu of tho false teeth 
he so greatly needed. 

Most of the relics of former vice presi- 
dents have been relegated to a little 
anteroom now n.sed for toilet purposes. 
Among them is the mirror 2*^ feet long 
by Ijrt wide bought by tho senate for 
tho use of John Adams. Both frame and 
glass are of very poor material, but it 
cost when purchased !|40 and was tho 
subject of serious controversy in tlio 
senate. The beautifully carved toilet 
case, which is also contained in tho 
anteroom, was uiado to order for Gen- 
eral Che.ster A. Arthur. — Kate Field’s 
Washington.
